PETROGRAD,  Jan.  10.— The  official 
Statement    reads: 

"Western  front — The  battle  In  tba 
ration  of  Lake  Bablt.  went  of  Rica, 
coatlnnaa.  Our  detachments,  after  a 
stubborn  struggle,  secured  possession 
of  tba  enemy's  position  between  the 
Tlrtil  marsh  and  the  river,  and  advanced 
two  varata  southward,  capturing  some 
prisoners. 

"Enemy  attacks  upon  our  detachments 

occupying  a  position  east  of  the  village 
Of  Kalniem,  eight  versts  southwest  of 
lake  Bablt,  were  stopped  by  our  fire 
and   counter-attacks. 

"Since  Friday  we  have  captured  In 
the  region  of  Lake  Bablt  21  heavy  and 
11  light  cannon,  11  limbers,  2  search- 
lights and  a  great  number  and  variety 
of  arms  and  equipments. 

"In  the  region  of  Ostroptlana,  north- 
east of  Lake  Wishnevsky,  we  made  a 
successful  assault  on  enemy  trenches, 
capturing  prisoners  and  various  ma- 
terials. 

"Near  Mlhitche,  on  the  Sliara,  south 
of  the  Slutsky  high  road,  one  of  our 
•viators  hit  an  enemy  alrphuie,  which 
fell  into  the  enemy's  lines. 

"Last  night  several  squadrons  of  en- 
emy airplanes  dropped  bombs  on  Lutsk.',' 
Tlghtlng  la  Moldavia 

The  repulse  of  repeated  Teutonic  at- 
tacks against  the  Russian  linen  along 
the  Moldavian  frontier,  notably  in  the 
Kaslno  river  region.  Is  announced  In  to- 
day's War  Office  report  as  follows: 

"Roumanian  front— Repeated  enemy 
attacks  against  one  of  the  heights 
north  of  the  village  of  Salon  lea  were 
frulst rated  by  our  fire  and  counter-Are. 

"During  Monday  evening  and  Tues- 
day morning  the  enemy  delivered  el«jht 
attacks  on  one  of  the  heights  north  of 
the  Kaslno  river.  Alt  Iho  attacks  were 
repulsed,"  -  x«*C**V" 

"During  the  day  the  Germans  twice 
attacked  the  Roumanians  near  Ionek, 
west  of  Monestar-Hachlnul,  on  the  river 
Kaslno  but  were  driven  back  with  great 
losses. 

"In  the  region  south  of  Itekoza  the  en- 
emy succeeded  In  pressing  back  the 
Roumanians.  During  tho*  night  an  the 
reault  of  a  counter-attack  the  position 
waa  reatored.  We  captured  270  prison- 
,  era  and  three  machine  guns. 
'  "Throughout  the  day  the  enemy,  with 

heavy  artillery,  stubbornly  attacked  our 
detachments  In  the  region  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Rlmnlk.  All  the  German  attacka 
were  repulaed  with  heavy  losses  by  our 
fire  and  counter-attacks.  In  one  of  these 
attacks  wt>  took  prisoner  six  officers  and 
ovar  03  men." 

BERLIN,  Jan.  10. — Renewed  Russian 
attacks  with  rtronger  forces  were  made 
yesterday  southwest  of  Riga,  near  the 
northern  end  of  the  Russo-Gallclan 
front.  Tha  war  office  announces  that 
these  efforts  were  without  success. 

Counter-attacks  made  by  Russian 
troops  yesterday  along  the  northern 
Roumanian  front  wero  beaten  back  with 
hoary  losses,  it  was  sr.nounced  officially 
today.

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FOOD  CAMPAIGN 

Vodder    and     Cereals  to   Be    Grown    In 

■siohmond  aad  Bushy  Barks  ae 

Initial  Step 

LONDON,  Jan.  10 — Fodder  and  cereals 
are  to  be  grown  In  Richmond  and  Rushy 
Parks  as  the  first  step  in  the  new  food 
campaign.  London's  parks  are  royal 
property,  and  the  atep  has  the  sanction 
of  the  King. 

The  idea  Is  to  set  an  example  and 
stimulate  private  landowners  to  similar 
action  as  a  means  of  Increasing  food 
supplies. 
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Richmond  and  Bushy  Parks  lie  near 
the  Thames  in  the  fashionable  south- 
west districts  of  London.  Richmond 
Park  Is  2.255  acres  In  area.  It  Is  a  fa- 
vorite Summer  resort.  Charles  I.,  in 
1U7,  had  the  park  enclosed  and  used  it 
aa  a  hunting  ground. 

Bushy  Park  contains  1.000  acres.  It 
has  numerous  white  thorn  and  horse 
chestnut  trees,  many  pf  them  planted  by 
William  III.

SALONICA  EXPEDITION

LONDON,  Jan.  10. — The  same  ele- 
ments of  the  press  that  were  respon- 
sible for  the  unhorsing  of  Asqulth  are 
now  vigorously  assailing  the  Salonlca 
expedition  on  the  ground  that  It  Is  dis- 
sipating the  strength  of  the  Allies,  and 
is  impossible  of  big  military  success, 
because  of   transportation   difficulties.

Conference  at  Ottawa  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  Governments 
Considers  Land  *•  Settlement 
for  Returned  Soldiers. 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  10.— The  Dominion 
Government  and  all  the  provincial  gov- 
ernments were  represented  at  the  con- 
ference called  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, which  opened  today  and  out  of 
which  will  In  all  probability  dvelop  a 
Dominion-wide  land  settlement  scheme 
for  the   benefit  of   returned  soldiers. 

The  preliminary  conference  opened  at 
Ji:l0  p.m.  and  there  was  a  general  dis- 
cussion which  lasted  for  several  hours, 
the  utmost  harmony  prevailing.  Subse- 
quent to  the  adjournment  until  tomor- 
row the  following  formal  announcement 
was  given  out  by  Sir  Robert  Borden, 
who  presided: 

"The  first  session  of  the  conference 
between  the  Federal  and  provincial 
governments  took  place  this  afternoon, 
and  will  be  resumed  at  10  o'clock  on 
Thursday  morning.  All  the  provincial 
governments  were  represented.  The 
discussion  was  very  interesting  and  in- 
structive. It  related  to  the  settlement 
upon  the  land,  and  employment  and 
training,  and  vocational  re-education  of 
returned  soldiers,  and  of  soldiers  who 
may  emigrate  to  Canada  after  the  con- 
clusion  of  the   war." 

The  representatives  of  the  provinces 
when  seen  said  that  they  had' nothing 
to  add  to  the  official  announcement 
They  intimated  that  the  preliminary 
gathering  had  been  confined  largely  to 
a  discussion  along  general  lines  and 
that  the  discussion  was  productive  of 
a  good  many  ideas.  It  was  Intimated 
that  the  plan  to  be  developed  may  to 
some  extent,  at  least,  make  provision 
for  soldiers. of  the  Allied  nations,  more 
particularly  Great  Britain,  who  may  de- 
sire to  make  their  homes  In  Canada  af- 
ter the  war.

LONDON.  Jan.  10.— Telegraphing 
from  Amsterdam.  Renter's  correspon- 
dent says: 

"According  to  i.en  Nouvellea,  Baron 
von  Huhne,  Interim  governor-general  of 
Belgium,  has  published  a  decree  an- 
nouncing that  ap  the  result  ef  the  court- 
martial  of  a  number  of  Belgian  civilians 
foi  attempting  by  force  of  arms  to  cross 
the  Dutch  frontier  on  December  t,  thirty 
of  them  were  condemned  to  death,  but 
that  out  of  consideration  of  the  fact 
that  they  did  not  realise  the  gravity  of 
their  crime,  the  sen  teat  as  were  onto- 
ruled  to  life  Imprisonment.  The  de- 
cree   concluded: 

"In  the  event  of  any  repetition  ef  the 
offence,  t  ehduld  not  use  my  preerega- 
tive  for  mercy." 


PETROGRAD,  Jan.  10— The  political 
situation  during  the  last  two  months, 
for  which  the  word  "crisis"  seems  en- 
tirely Inadequate,  has  taken  a  new  turn 
with  the  resignation  of  Alexander  Tre- 
poff from  the  Premiership  and  of  Count 
Ignatieff,  Minister  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  the  appointment  of  a  new  Premier. 
The  official  announcement  of  this  change 
7  hlch  has  fallen  upou  the  country,  con- 
tinuously excited  and  emotionally  ex- 
hausted by  the  drama  of  swift  changes 
and  climaxes,  hardly  created  the  effect 
which  would  have  been  natural  under 
other  circumstances. 

This  time  the  tide  has  suddenly  shift- 
ed and  Is  running  strongly  in  the  re- 
verse direction.  Prince  Golltzlne,  who 
succeeds  Trepoff,  Is  a  member  of  the  ex- 
treme conservative  group  who  always 
manifested  the  strongest  reactionary 
principles,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Im- 
perial Council  has  always  shown  little 
sympathy  for  the  progressive  tenden- 
cies of  the  new  regime.  The  ostensible 
reason  for  his  replacement  of  Trepoff 
was  the  apparent  Inability  of  the  latter 
to  preserve  a  strong,  united  cabinet. 

Two  Groups  at  Variance 

It  haa  been  known  for  some  time 
there  was  a  great  divergence  In  the 
point  of  view  between  two  distinct 
groups  in  the  cabinet,  in  one  of  which 
stood  Trepoff  and  Ignatieff,  and  in  tho 
other  M.  Protopoff,  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior.  The  blgniflcance  of  this  latest 
change  in  the  ministry  can  be  best 
judged  by  the  following  sentiments  ex- 
pressed by  Prince  Golltzlne  in  an  Inter- 
view after  his  appointment: 

"I  have  not  yet  had  time  to  formu- 
late a  programme,  but  my  watchword 
will  be  'everything  for  the  war;  every- 
thing for  victory." 

"Being  occupied  with  thia  aim,  we 
cannot  now  think  of  reforms  in  the  in- 
terior  Ufa." 

a.  He  interposed  .that  he  was  a  Arm  her 
llever  in  responsibility  of  ministers  only 
to  the  will  of  the  Emperor,  and  that  on 
this  principle  the  government  must  be 
united. 

"This,  however,  does  not  exclude  the 
legislative  chambers  from  taking  an  in- 
terest In  the  affairs  of  government,"  he 
continued.

The  Russky  Vella,  a  newspaper  re- 
cently founded,  commenting  on  the 
changes  says: 

"The  old  regime  has  been  strengthen-

of  the  Interior — the  original  conserva- 
tive course,  to  which  has  been  added 
new  reactionary  elements.  There  can 
be  no  talk  at  present  about  co-operation 
with  the  legislative  chambers.  We  see 
now  before  us  desolate  parliamentary 
prospects." 


Dr.  Michaelis,  Under-Secretary 
of  Interior,  Warns  Germans 
That  They  May  Have  to 
Tighten  Belts  Even  After  War 


AMSTERDAM,  Jan.  10.—  Dr.  Mich- 
aelis. Geman  Under-Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior, contributes  to  The  Volks  Zeitung 
of  Cologne  an  article  warning  Germany 
that  peace  will  not  bring  an  Immediate 
solution  of  the  food  problem.     He  aays: 

"We  must  expect  for  a  considerable 
time,  perhaps  for  many  years,  further 
limitation  of  consumption  and  rationing 
as  regards  the  moat  important  food- 
stuffs. Germany  In  the  coming  yeera 
of  peace  will  have  recourse  almost  ex- 
clusively to  such  foodstuffs  as  are  pro- 
duced within  her  own  borders.  Ton- 
nage wilt  be  very  scarce,  and  deteriora- 
tion of  the  rate  of  exchange  also  will 
oblige  Oermany  to  Import  as  little  as 
possible." 

Pointing  out  that  the  German  harvest, 
even  when  a  full  yield  Is  obtained,  can 
be  made  to  suffice  only  If  rationed.  Dr. 
Michaelis  said: 

"Thus  even  after  peace  It  will  be 
necessary  to  heap  the  belt  pulled  tight 
and  there  must  be  further  sharp  ra- 
tioning. Tba  yearning  cry  'give  ue 
peace;  give  us  more  bread*  has  no  in- 
ter-basis. Of  this  we  must  remain 
conscious  and  not  cry  for  peace  on  ac- 
count of  the  scarcity  from  which  we 
suffer."

OTTAWA.  Jan.  10.— Sir  Thomas 
White,  Minister  of  Finance,  announced 
today  the  first  step  In  connection  with 
his  campaign  for  greater  national  saving 
and  the  larger  participation  of  the  gen- 
eral public  in  financing  Canada's  war 
expenditure  and  furnishing  Imperial 
credits  for  the  purchase  of  munitions  in 
Canada. 

Ar.  Issue  of  v  war  saving  certificates 
maturing  in  three  years  In  denomina- 
tions of  |25,  $S0  and  1 1 00  will  be  cre- 
ated. They  will  be  obtainable  on  appli- 
cation to  any  bank  or  postal  money  or- 
der office  In  the  Dominion.  The  prices 
are  $21.60.  $43  and  $8C  respectively; 
that  Is  to  say,  for  every  $21.50  lent  now 
to  the  Government  $25  will  be  returned 
at  the  end  of  three  years.  The  discount 
of  $S.50  constitutes  a  most  attractive 
Interest  return.  Provision  is  made 
whereby  the  certificates  may  be  sur- 
rendered at  any  time  during  the  ■  first 
12  months  at  their  purchase  price;  after 
12  months,  but  within  24  months,  at 
$22.25;  and  after  24  months,  but  within 
3«  months,  at  $2.1.25  for  every  $21.50 
paid.  This  means  that  the  longer  the 
certificates  are  held  the  higher  the  rate 
of  Interest  that  will  be  obtained. 
mads  to  Win  War 

The  plan  will  give  the  general  public 
the  opportunity  of  contributing  by  their 
aavings  to  the  winning  of  the  war,  and 
at  the  san.e  time  encourage  and  pro- 
mote Individual  thrift  and  economy 
throughout  the  Dominion.  Such  a  re- 
sult would  be.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
Minister,  of  Incalculable  national  bene- 
fit, both  for  the  present  snd  future,  and 
would  go  far  to  avoid  the  consequences 
of  temporary  depression  which  might 
result  through  dislocation  of  business 
after  the  war.  The  new  certificates  wilt 
provide  a  strong  Incentive  to  thrift  and 
economy.  In  order  that  money  may  be 
saved  for  their  purchase.  The  kind  of 
thrift  for  which  the  Minister  appeals  is 
that  which  results  In  the  saving  of 
money  for  the  purchase  of  these  se- 
curities. It  is  pointed  out  that  under 
facilities  afforded  by  tho  banks,  post- 
office  savings  bank  branches  and  other 
financial  depositories,  sums  of  one  dol- 
lar and  upward  are  received  on  de- 
posit. 

The  Minister  acknowledges  the  as- 
sistance which  has  been  given  him  by 
Messrs.  C.  A.  Hogart.  general  manager 
of  the  Dominion  Bank;  H.  F.  Jones, 
assistant  general  manager  of  the  Can- 
adian Bank  of  Commerce:  and  J.  P.

Policy  of  Militia  Department  as 
Stated  by  Prominent  Official 
—Drafts  to  Feed  Existing 
Battalions  Wanted, 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  10.— The  Evening 
.  Journal  gives  some  prominence  to  the 
following: 

"So  far  as  I  understand  the  policy 
of  the  Militia  Department,  there  will  be 
no  more  battalions  formed  in  Canada," 
said  a  leading  official  of  the  Militia 
Department    today    to    The    Journal. 

"What  is  the  use  of  paying  out  •  the 
people's  money  to  colonels  and  majors 
who  will  do  nothing  but  gusrd  duty  In 
Canada?  We  want  men.  and  not  those 
slackers  who  masquerade  In  khaki,"  he 
said. 

Thia  official  went  on  to  say  that  It 
waa  the  intention  of  asking  militia  units 
to  raise  drafts  to  feed  battalions  al- 
ready at  the  front.  The  policy  of  rais- 
ing battalions  is  a  bad  one,  ss  it  creates 
a  lot  of  high-salaried  officers  who  are 
not  desirous  of  getting  to  the  front.

Four  Bona  and  One  Daughter  of  Colonel

LONDON.  Jan.  10. — A  hcottish  Cana- 
dian family's  tragic  sacrifice  in  the 
war  became  known  on  the  departure 
from  Granville  Canadian  hospital  at 
Ramsgate  a  few  days  ago  of  Nurse 
Murray  and  her  brother,  Corporal  Mur- 
ray, who  wore  three  gold  stripes  on  his 
sleeve.

Two  of  Col.  Murray's 
sons  were  killed  at  Ypres,  and  two  fell 
on  the  Homme  front,  while  a  younger 
daughter  was  killed  by  a  shell  while 
serving  as  a  nurse  at  a  Belgian  clear- 
ing station.

JURY'S  VERDICT

German  Consul  at  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Other  Defendants 
Found  Guilty  on  All  Counts 
of  Indictment, 


8AN  FRANCISCO,  CaL,  Jan.  It.— 
Franz  Bopp,  German  consul-general 
here,  and  four  of  his  attaches  or  em- 
ployees were  found  guilty  tonight  by 
'a  Jury  ta  tba  United  States  District 
Court  of  bavins;  violated  this  coun- 
try's neutrality. 

"Guilty  on  all  charges,"  announced 
the  foreman.  A  deep  alienee  was  upon 
the  room.  All  eyes  were  riveted  on 
Bopp  to  see  how  he  would  receive  the 
verdict. 

Bopp  and  the  other  defendants  were 
charged  with  conspiracy  against  the 
neutrality  of  the  United  States  and 
were  accused  of  having  planned  to 
blow  up  munitions  planta  In  America 
snd  Canada,  steamships  carrying  sup- 
plies to  the  Entente  Allies,  railroad 
bridges  and  military   trains. 

Two  actions  were  consolidated  In 
the  trial  Just  concluded.  The  de- 
fendants were  charged  with  a  viola- 
tion of  the  act  of  July  2.  1S90,  by  con- 
spiring to  restrain  Interstate  and  for- 
eign commerce  hy  destroying  factories, 
railroads    and    steamships. 

Th«  other  action  was  for  violation 
of  aectlons  IS  and  37  of  the  United 
States  criminal  code,  by  conspiring  to 
begin  snd  set  foot  and  provide  and 
prepare  means  for  military  enterprises 
to  be  carried  on  from  within  the  Unit- 
ed States  against  the  territory  and 
dominions  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Ireland.  The  defendants 
were  Frajis  Bopp,  German  consul-gen- 
eral; R.  M.  von  Sehack.  vice-consul; 
Wllhelm  von  Brlncken,  J.  F.  Vsn  Kool- 
bergen.  .,argaret  E.  Cornell,  Chas.  C, 
Crowley  and  Louis  J.  Smith.  Van 
Koolbergen  was  out  of  the  country 
and  could  not  be  brought  here  to  stand 
trial,  as  his  alleged  offense  was  non- 
extraditable.  Smith  waa  the  Govern- 
ment's star  witness. 

The  grand  jury  Investigated  the  si- 
leged  conspiracy  in  the  Tatter  part  of 
J  »1S,  and  the  indictments  were  filed 
February   14,   ltlf.  and  March   4,  lair 

Smith,  technically  a  defendant,  was 
given  Immunity  for  testifying  for  the 
Government. 

Bopp  and  von  Sehack  were  released 
On  their  own  recognisances;  Mrs.  Cor- 
nell, Crowley  end  von  Brlncken.  who 
were  required  to  give  llO.oan  bonds 
at  the  time  of  their  Indictment,  were 
given  their  liberty  on  those  bonds.  The 
court  set  Friday  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  to 
hear  motions  and  fix  new  bonds. 

The  maximum  penalty  Is  three  rears 
Imprisonment  In  a  penitentiary  and 
$15,000   fine.

LONDON,  Jan.  10.— "The  past  twenty- 
four  hours  have  been  marked,"  says  the 
ofiicial  report  from  British  headquart- 
ers in  France,  "by  a  series  of  well 
executed  enterprises  In  various  portions 
of  our  lines.  A  highly  successful  minor 
operation  was  carried  out  last  night 
east  of  lieaumont-Mamel.  We  seised  a 
consolidated  section  of  an  enemy  trench 
and  took  prisoner  three  officers  and  140

Elaborate  Preparations  Made 
by  Bank  of  England  to  Han- 
iiie  Business  Today — Many 
Application  Forms, 


LONDON,  Jan.  10.— The  "victory 
loan"  headquarters  are  now  open  and 
have  become  the  busiest  place  la  Lom- 
bard Street.  The  advance  guard  of  the 
Bank  of  England's  army  of  2,500  helpers 
has  taken  possession  of  a  commodious 
building  juat  around  from  the  Mansion 
House  corner,  and  are  planning  arrange- 
ments to  receive  wagon  loads  of  pros- 
pectuses and  to  distribute  them  by  the 
million.  » 

The  building  has  live  storeys,  and 
every  inch  of  space  will  toe  used.  At 
leant  20,000,000  documents  will  have  to 
be  sent  owt,  for  there  are  sixty  differ- 
ent kinds  of  application  forms.  On  pre- 
vious occasions  the  bank  has  been  ablo 
to  print  forms  for  loan  Issues  Itself, 
but  the  task  this  time  proved  too  stu- 
pendous, and  the.  help  of  outside  print- 
ing Arms   had   to   be  secured. 

Those  who  know  the  details  of  tha 
loan  are  pledged  most  solemnly  to 
secrecy.  Over  £2,600,000,000  of  the  debt 
Is  available  for  conversion,  and  though 
it  is  not  assumed  that  anything  like 
this  amount  will  be  converted,  the  oper- 
ation will  undoubtedly  resolve  Itself  In- 
to one  of  enormous  figures. 

The  real  tetit  of  the  success  of  the 
loan  wilf  be  the  amount  of  "new 
money"  which  it  attracts.  Every  ef- 
fort will  be  mode  to  make  the  loan  a 
natl<rnal  triumph,  for  It  1«  the  general 
expectation  that  It  will  be  he  last  ono 
In  connection   with   he 'war.

SOCIALISTS  CRAVE  PEACE 


Circulating 


LONDON.  Jan.  1*.— The  German  So- 
cial Democrats  are  circulating  petitions 
to  be  sent  to  Chancellor  von  Bethmann- 
Hollweg  demanding  that  Oermany  give 
up  all  plans  of  conquest  and  make 
peace  at  once.  One  of  these  petitions 
was  found  on  a  German  soldier  taken 
prisoner  on  the  Somme  within  the  last 
two    weeks.      It    follows: 

"To  the  Inhabitants  of  Al  ten  burg— 
You  wUl  soon  be  visited  by  delegates 
of  the  Social  Democratic  party,  re- 
questing you  to  sign  the  following  pe- 
tition for  ponce: 

■  To.  the  Imperial  Chancellor,  Herr 
von  Bethmann-Hollweg  —  The  under- 
signed demand  that  the  speediest  pos- 
sible end  be  made  to  the  war  which  had 
devastated  Europe  for  more  than  two 
years.  Imposing  enormous  saerteoes  In 
blood  sad  money  upon  all  the  belliger- 
ent countries.  The  undersigned  reject 
all  plans  of  conquest  which  net  only 
prolong  the  war,  bet  also  contain  the 
germ   of   new   wars 

""They  daaaaal  that  the  governments 
of  the  Central  Powers  declare  them- 
selves ready  to  conclude  a  peace  which 
will  guarantee  to  the  Empire  Its  poli- 
tical Indanaadaacs  and  territorial  in- 
tegrity and  frail  am  for  Ita  economic 
development."

Deputation  of  Temperance 
Men  to  Wait  on  Government 
at  Ottawa  Today— Council 
of  Women  Also. 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  1*.— Prohibition  as  a 
war  measure  will  be  saked  by  a  deputa- 
tion of  Dominion  Temperance  delegates 
who  will  wait  on  the  Government  at 
noon  tomorrow. 

F.  8.  Spence,  acting  president  of  the 
Dominion  Alliance  for  the  total  suppres- 
sion of  the  liquor  traffic,  will  be  In  at- 
tendance, as  well  aa  several  other  tem- 
perance workera  from  Toronto,  Montre- 
al and  other  Canadian  cities. 

A  resolution  of  the  aame  character  aa 
that  presented  by  a  Dominion  delegation 
to  the  Government  a  year  ago  wUl 
again  be  presented  to  the  Government. 
The  resolution  will  be  s>rongly  support- 
ad  by  many  prominent  temperance  men 
of  the  capital,  who  are  leagued  with  the 
movement  for  the  total  suppression  of 
the  manufacture  of  tfquor,  and  by  dele- 
gates from  all  parts  of  the  Dominion. 
fhe  following  resolution  wss  read  to 
the  Government  laat  year,  and  the  same 
principles  will  be  laid  down  again  at  the 
meeting  tomorrow. 

"That  at  this  time,  when  the  Empire 
Is  at  war,  the  conservation  of  the  wealth 
and  the  resources  of  the  Dominion  and 
the  promotion  of  the  efficiency  of  our 
nation  would  be  materially  aided  by  the 
prohibition  of  the  manufacture,  impor- 
tation and  sale  of  all  Intoxicating  li- 
quors for  beverage  purposes." 

Sir  Robert  Borden  and  his  colleagues 
Will  also  bear  a  delegation  arranged  by 
the  Montreal  local  council  of  women, 
who  will  ask  for  prohibition.  They  will 
travel  to  the  capital  on  special  cars  and 
dine  at  the  Chateau  Laurler  before  in- 
terviewing the  Government. 


Successes  at  Northern  End 
of  Line  Regarded  as  Bal- 
ancing in  Some  Measure 
Retirement  in  Roumania, 


LONDON,  Jan.  10.— The  anxiety  with 
which  the  operatlona  along  the  Sereth 
river  In  Roumania  are  being  watched 
here  la  being  partly  balanced  by  hopeful 
interest  In  the  activities  In  the  Rlga- 
Mltau  region  of  Ruaala.  There,  accord- 
ing to  Petrograd  accounts,  the  Russian 
forces  sre  taking  advantage  of  the 
frost,  which  has  made  possible  a  move- 
ment on  the  vast  Tlrul  marshes,  and  it 
is   making  substantial   progress. 

The  operations  seem  to  have  been 
started  day  ago  with  a  German  at- 
tack toward  Riga,  but  for  some  time 
they  appeared  to  be  nothing  more  im- 
portant than  the  usual  affairs  between 
outpoata  and  artillery  batteries.  Two  or 
three  days  ago,  however,  they  began  to 
develop  In  a  manner  indicating  that 
the  Russians  had  made  preparations, 
which  perhaps  the  German  leaders 
aimed   at   forestalling. 

"The  Russians  very  promptly  replied 
to  the  German  attacks,"  says  The 
Morning  Post's  Petrograd  correspondent, 
"and  pushing  steadily  along  the  east 
bank  of  the  river  Aa,  captured  triple 
posiUons  from  the  enemy  after  hard 
fighting  and  about  1,000  priaonera  and 
18  guns.  The  movement  still  continues, 
and  the  Russians  sre  within  a  dozen 
miles  of  Mitau,  which  appeara  to  be 
their   Immediate   objective. 

"There  la  no  official  confirmation  of  a 
statement  current  that  this  very  impor- 
tant forward  base  of  the  enemy  has 
been  captured,  nor  are  we  allowed  to 
know  what  forces  are  engaged  in  this 
region.  It  is  the  general  opinion,  how- 
ever, that  an  important  movement  is  In 
progress.  Hard  fighting  hss  been  in  pro- 
gress for  three  daya  already,  and  the 
balance  of  the  success  la  largely  with 
the  Russian  aide  In  the  operation,  which 
admittedly   la  only   beginning." 

The  Dally  News'  Petrograd  corre- 
spondent says  the  Russians  In  the 
northwest  corner  Of  the  Tlrul  swamp 
have  reached  a  point  four  miles  from 
the  Tukkum-Mltau  railroad,  and  are 
ateadlly  developing  their  success  there, 
and  also  extending  their  operations  far- 
ther east. 


HUGE  ZEPPELINS 

rireV   of    the    Mew    Bigaatio    airships 
Its     Trial     Tllght     Over 
Priedrtchshafea 


GENEVA,  Jan.  10. — A  new  huge  zep- 
pelln.  the  l-4t,  made  Its  first  trial  flight 
ever  Friodrlcahafen  and  Lake  Constance 
yesterday.  It  Is  equipped  with  specially 
designed  propellers,  which  maks  It  vir- 
tually noiseless. 

There  Is  a  machine  on  board  the  craft 
which,  whan  .  put  In  operation  quickly 
covera  the  airship  with  smoke  resemb- 
ling a  cloud,  so  thst  the  airship  cannot 
bo  seen  from  below.  A  gun  of  larger 
calibre  than  those  previously  uaod  on 
seppellna  Is  mounted  on  top  of  the  ship. 

The  new  airship  will  soon  Join  the 
airship  fleet  on  the  North  Sea.  A  second 
seppelln  at  Frlederlcnsafea  Is  already 
half  completed.

He  finds  that  the  tablets  nom- 
inally contain  five  grains  of  aspirin  and 
the  variations  found  were  not  in  excess, 
for  the  most  part,  of  the  normal  vari- 
ation. In  other  words,  the  Canadian 
article  is  of  good  quality.  Inspection  of 
the  article  was  on  ^account  of  com- 
plaints originating  In  Chicago,  where 
Canadian-made  tablets  were  suspected 
of  being  spurious  and  fraudulent.

Programme  of  Ramsay  Mac- 
Donald  and  Mrs.  Philip 
Snowden  at  Walthamstow 
Is  Rudely  Interrupted. 


LONDON,  Jan.  10.— A  whirlwind  rush 
by  soldiers  In  khaki  wound  up  an  at- 
tempt to  hold  a  peace  meeUng  on  Tues- 
day night  at  a  hall  In  Walthamstow,  on 
the  outskirts  of  London,  by  James 
Hiimsay  MacDonald.  Labor  M.P.,  and 
Mrs.  Philip  Snowden.  wife  of  a  pacifist 
member  of  parliament,  who  herself  re- 
cently visited  America.  After  clearing 
the  hall  of  all  pacifists,  the  soldiers 
turned  the  affair  into  a  meeting  to  push 
the  war  to  a  relentless  end. 

Mr.  MacDonald,  expecting  to  reserve 
for  himself  the  opportunity  of  closing 
the  meeting  with  a  speech,  allowed 
Mrs.  Hnowden  to  take  the  platform  flrst. 
She  launched  Into  an  Impassioned  de- 
mand for  peace,  while  Mr.  MacDonald 
acted  aa  chairman.  She  was  unable  to 
say  very  much,  aa  the  throng  kept  in- 
terrupting her,  while  Mr.  MacDonald 
banged  on  the  table,  trying  to  keep  or- 
der,  bo   that    she   might    be   heard. 

Mrs.  Snowden  was  attempting  to  re- 
Ply  to  a  woman  in  the  crowd/  of  a 
thousand  who  wanted  to  know  why  she 
had  been  in  America  asking  for  funds 
ror  prosecuting  a  peace  campaign, 
a  hen  suddenly  through  the  main  door- 
way popped  twenty-five  soldiers  In  uni- 
form. Looking  as  if  they  meant  busi- 
ness, they  started  through  the  main 
aisle,  when  a  cry  went  up:  "Three 
cheers  for  Tommy!"  Nearly  the  whole 
of  the  audience  rose  and  cheered  fran- 
tically, while  others  with  peace  sym- 
pathies tried  to  howl  them  down.  Mrs. 
Snowden  stood  with  her  face  livid  and 
hands  thrust  In  the  pockets  of  her 
Jacket  regarding  the  soldiers,  while 
Mr.  MacDonald  waved  his  arms  in  the 
air,   trying  to  restore  quiet. 

The  soldiers,  led  by  a  young  Cana- 
dian sergeant-major,  looked  at  Mr.  Mac- 
Donald for  a  moment,  and  then  made 
a  rush  for  the  platform.  In  an  instant 
the  hall  was  in  furious  confusion. 

The  sergeant-major,  his  lips  com- 
pressed and  his  eyes  biasing,  edged  hie 
way  along  the  platform  and,  taking  Mr. 
MacDonald  by  the  sleeve  urged  him  to 
make  his  escape  from  the  hall. 
Defiance    Unsuccessful 

"I  won't  do  it,"  shouted  Mr.  MacDon- 
ald. "This  is  a  meeting  of  free  Britons, 
and  we  won't  let  anyone  interrupt  us." 

"If  you  don't  go  quickly  we'll  have 
to  put  you  out."  aaid  the  sergeant- 
major,   firmly. 

Mr.  MacDonald  defiantly  replied  that 
he  would  not  go,  and  shouted  to  Mrs. 
Snowden  and  the  others  on  the  plat- 
form to  "stand  by  their  guns." 

Amid  the  uproar  the  soldiers  formed 
a  line  and  charged  slowly  but  reslst- 
lepaly  across  the  platform.  Mr.  Mac- 
Donald tried  to  cling  to  the  edge  of 
the  table,  but  It  was  swept  away  and 
he  was  pushed  rapidly  off  the  platform. 
Mrs.  Snowden.  who  had  not  had  a 
chance  to  utter  another  word,  backed 
quietly  off  the  platform  with  the  sol- 
diers In  front  of  her.  They  politely  in- 
sisted that  it  would  be  better  if  ahe 
took  the  hint  and  left  the  hall. 

While  the  soldiers  were  clearing  the 
platform  the  whole  hall  was  In  a  wfld 
Hot.  Benches  were  overturned  by  the 
ctewd  In  a  rush  either  to  get  out  or  to 
press  to  the  platform.  Women's  muffs 
and  men'a  hats  were  lost  in  the  scuffle. 

The  correspondent,  who  had  been  alt- 
ting  at  a  table  before  the  platform,  had 
Just  time  enough  to  step  aside  before 
the  onslaught  of  the  soldiers.  He  saw 
the  table  thrown  into  the  air  and  fall 
with  a  crash.  The  last  he  saw  of  Mrs. 
Snowden  she  was  disappearing,  pale- 
faced,  through  the*  main  doorway,  with 
Mr.  MacDonald  Just  ahead  of  her. 
Nothing  more  was  heard  of  her  or  Mr. 
MacDonald  In  Walthamstow  after  that! 
but  it  is  said  that  they  hastened  back 
to  London  in  a  taxtcab,  thoroughly  dis- 
gusted. 

After  the  hall  had  been  cleared  of 
pacifists,  many  of  whom  reluctantly  al- 
lowed themselves  to  be  pushed  through 
the  doorway,  the  soldiers  took  charge  of 
the  meeting,  and,  after  singing  "God 
Save  the  King,"  made  speeches  one  af- 
ter another  for  an  hour  and  a  half. 
Not  one  peace  advocate  tried  to  get 
back  into   the  hall.

PEKING.  Jan.  10.— Wu  Ting  Fang. 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  has  sent  to 
Dr.  Paul  Helnsch,  the  American  min- 
ister, a  reply  to  President  Wilson's 
pence  note.  This  declares  that  China  is 
probably  the  greatest  neutral  sufferer 
from  the  war,  because  her  economic  and 
industrial  reform*  require  the  ksslst- 
ai.ee  of  other  powers.  It  adds  that 
China  is  sympathetic  with  President 
Wilson's  desire  for  the  restoration  of 
peace,  and  with  an  arrangement  which 
would  uphold  the  equality  of  all  na- 
tions, weak  or  strong,  so  that  further 
nets  of  Injustice  and  violence  would  be 
Impossible.

XXJNDON,  Jan.  10.— Hearty  satisfac- 
tion is  felt  here  at  the  turn  which 
events  are  taking  in  regard  to  the 
Gieek  situation.  When  Premier  Lloyd 
George,  who  returned  to  London  yester- 
day, left  for  the  continent  u  week  ago 
It  was  known  that  he  was  going  fur- 
ther afield  than  Paris,  and  it  was  be- 
lieved that  the  solution  of  the  Greek 
problem  waa  uppermost  in  his  mind. 

Home  people  even  prognosticated  that 
his  determination  to  carry  this  parti- 
cular piece  of  business  to  u  conclusion 
would  carry  him  as  far  as  Athena  it- 
self, and  Imaginative  minds  drew  sen- 
sational pictures  of  the  British  Prime 
Minister  having  a  heart  to  heart  talk 
with  King  Constantine.  More  sober  ob- 
servers, of  course,  were  aware  that 
Home  was  the  furthest  point  to  which 
he  need  go  in  search  of  the  solution  he 
wanted,  and  which  he  is  believed  to  have 
found. 

Paris  dispatches  state  that  Italy  has 
Identified  herself  with  the  Allied  point 
of  view,  after  obtaining  the  explana- 
tions which  she  asked  for. 

Common  report  credits  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  with  both  the  initiative  and  the 
chief  part  in  the  successful  accomplish- 
ment of  unifying  the  viewpoint  of  Italy 
and  that  of  the  three  powers  guaran- 
teeing the  Greek  constitution. 
Italy  Has  Best  Chance 

Varloua  reasons  have  been  assigned 
at  ana  time  and  another  for  the  hesi- 
tations of  the  Allied  policy  in  regard 
to  King  Constantine,  but  the  greatest 
difficulty  always  haa  been  political,  and 
not  dynastic.  The  new  ultimatum,  call- 
ing for  the  Greek  Government's  accept- 
ance within  forty-eight  hours  of  all  de- 
mands previously  put  forward  by  the 
Allies  is  hailed  as  a  clear  indication 
that  the  half  measures  which  were  used 
to  press  the  three  previous  "ultima- 
tums" will  no  longer  be  relied  upon  if 
Constantine  attempts  further  procras- 
tination and  evasion. 

Italy  Is  in  the  best  geographical 
position  to  deal  with  the  Greek  situ- 
ation, if  a  short  way  with  King  Con- 
stantine becomes  necessary.  She  has 
troops  available  for  police  duties,  her 
transport  problems  are  slight,  and  she 
can  strike  at  a  vulnerable  point,  backed. 
Of  course,  by  the  reserve  of  naval 
power  which  the  Entente  possesses  in 
the  Eastern  Mediterranean. 

Italy,  as  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette  says. 
"never  has  been  hoodwinked  as  to  the 
real  character  of  the  governments  at 
Athens,  and  If  ahe  once  sets  her  hand 
to  work  of  putting  things  to  rights  she 
will  not  let  it  be  stayed  by  any  false 
scruples.  She  would  doubtless  stipulate 
that  if  she  is  to  undertake  auch  an, 
office  she  must  receive  a  certain  free- 
dom. As  the  exponent  of  civilized 
standards  In  the  Balkans  ahe  would 
claim  to  fill  the  place  that  Greece  might 
In  happier  circumatances  have  aspired 
to  occupy,  and  none  can  aay  that  the 
ambitions  of  the  latter  country  have 
not  been  rightly  forfeited." 
YealseUet  Policy 

D.  J.  Cassavettl.  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Anglo-Hellenic  League,  in  Lon- 
don, said  in  an  interview  yesterday: 

"Tbe  appointment  aa  Venlxellst  diplo- 
matic representatives  In  the  various 
Kntente  camps  of  old  sad  trusted  ser- 
vants of  the  Greek  Government  aa  it 
wss  at  the  time  when  Venixelos  was 
at  the  xenlth  of  his  power,  should  have 
a  considerable  effect  In  convincing  all 
Greeks  of  the  importance  and  respon- 
sibilities of  the  Venlxellst  movement 
In  addition  to  this  the  visit  of  so  ex- 
perienced a  departmental  chief  aa  M 
Dlomldes,  who  was  Finance  Minister  In 
the  Venlxellst  government  at  the  time 
of  the  Balkan  ware,  ehould  help  to  ex- 
plain away  doubts  on  the  part  of  these 
particularly  among  the  large  Greek 
population  In  America,  who  have  not 
yet  thrown  In  their  lot  with  the  pro- 
visional government  at  Salonlca. 

"I  attach  great  importance  to  this 
because  I  know  what  a  fine  body  of 
troops  were  provided  for  the  Greek 
army  in  the  Balkan  campaign  by  Am- 
erican Greeks.  No  fewer  than  eO.tto. 
to  my  knowledge,  were  mobilised  and' 
placed  in  the  field  against  tbe  Turks 
and  Bulgarians 

"What  I  think  should  be  made  aa 
clear  as  possible  la  that  the  firmer  the 
attitude  which  is  taken  against  King 
Conatantlne  now  the  better  the  chance 
the  Alllee  will  have  to  gain  a  strong 
■  cession  of  valuable  fighting  man  in 
tbe  Balkans.  Thua  I  believe  that  If 
King  Con,  tan  tine's  Influence  could  be  I 
relegated  south  of  the  Corinth  Canal  I 
within  a  month  It  might  mean  the 
equivalent  of  100.000  or  t—jH*  addl- 
tlonal  French  or  British  troops  la  the 
Balkans."  ^^

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Dr.  John  R,  Mott  Urges  Lib- 
eral Expenditure  There  Dur- 
ing Next  Five  Years — For- 
eign Mission  Conference. 


GARDEN  CITT.  N.T.,  Jan.  10.— Ex- 
penditure of  $10,000,000  for  mission 
work  in  Latin  America  during  the  next 
Ave  years  waa  urged  by  Dr.  John  K. 
Mott.  a  member  of  the  American- 
Mexican  Joint  Commission  and  secre- 
tary of  the  International  Committee  of 
the  Toung  Women's  Christian  Aasoci- 
atlon^tn  an  address  before  tbe  Foreign 
Missions'  Conference  which  opened 
hero  yesterday.  About  160  delegates 
from  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
representing  forty  Protestant  denom- 
inations, attended. 

Dr.  Mott  said  the  European  war 
had  caused  suspension  of  missions  in 
the  Near  East,  and  he  thougnt  the 
time  waa  opportune  to  extend  the 
work  in  Central  and  South  America 
After  the  war.  he  added,  the  missions 
In  the  Near  East  will  call   for  help. 

Speaking  of  "the  perils  of  Godless 
civilisation  in  Africa,"  Dr.  Cornelius 
H.  Patton.  of  Boston,  declared  that  In 
large  sections  of  that  continent  the 
natives  would  actually  be  better  off 
If  tbe  white  man  had  never  gone  there. 

"The  outstanding  evils  of  civilisa- 
tion,"4 he  £ald,  "are  enforced  labor, 
which  amounts  to  slavery,  the  liquor 
traffic,  land  robbery,  atrocities  like 
those  In  the  Congo  and  industrallsm 
of  the  mining  centres." 

He  said  Johannesburg  Is  a  university 
of  crime,  and  that  most  of  the  evils 
arise,  not  from  the  Government,  but 
from  commercial  greed.  "This  applies 
partly  oto  Holland,  Great  Britain, 
France.  Germany  and  the  United 
States,"    he   asserted. 

Tbe  largest  missionary  society  in 
the  world  la  shown  to  be  Methodist. 
Its  Income  last  year  amounted  to 
$2,764,000.  which  Is  larger  by  $400,000 
than  the  Presbyterian.  Gifts  of  the 
Baptists  last  year  to  foreign  missions 
were  $1,700,000;  Episcopalians.  $885.- 
000,  and  the  foreign  work  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A..  $814,000.  The  gifts  last  year, 
according  to  the  figures  of  the  confer- 
ence, were  the  greatest  in  the  history 
of  the  Protestant  churches.  The  con- 
ference closes  on   Thursday. 

PASSENGER  TRAINS      , 

•eduction  of  Number  la  East  W1U  Help 
Tr.lght  Congestion — Express   Com- 
panies'  Objection 

MONTREAL,  Jan.  10. — Changes  In 
the  passenger  train  service  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  in  line  with 
the  desire  to  relieve  freight  conges- 
tion, will  become  effective  on  Saturday 
and    Sunday    next,    the    13th    and    14th. 

The  total  reductions  on  lines  in  On- 
tario and  Quebec  will  amount  to  about 
thirty  round  trip  local  trains  per  day, 
or  a  saving  of  about  110,000  miles  a 
month  In  passenger  train  miles.  This 
will  release  a  very  large  number  of 
passenger   train   crews   and   engines. 

Trains  between  Montreal  and  St. 
John,  N.B.,  will  run  on  six  days  a 
week  instead  of  seven. 

A  reduction  will  be  made  In  the  Lau- 
rbntla'n  Mountain  train  servloe.  The 
midday  train  from  Ottawa  to  Toronto 
and  Toronto  to  Ottawa  will  also  be 
taken  off.

Nevertheless,    there    Is    a    great 
deal    that      he      can      do,      and   Colonist 
readers    know    that    this    paper    has    al- 
ways contended  that  in  this  department 
of    provincial   administration    there    are 
many  things  calling  far  the  eaorciac  of 
good    Judgment   and    perhaps    the    Inau- 
guration of  new  methods.     The   former 
Minister     of   Lands,      Mr.    W.    H.   Boas,

statutes  which   he  caused   to  be  passed 
have   met   with   the   highest  commenda- 
tion   from     persons     well     qualified    to 
judge  of  their  value.     We  do  not  think 
he  failed  in  the  matter  of  details,  but  If 
•ome  things  were  left  undone'  that  ought 
to  have  been  done,  It   la  to  be  remem- 
bered that  every  man   has  his  physical 


Writing  several  years  ago  on  the  Jls- 
turbed  condition  of  Kurope  and  tha 
probability  that  no  solution  could  be 
found  for  It  except  war.  The  Colonist 
said;  "The  embarrassment  of  the  Occi- 
dent will  be  the  opportunity  of  the 
Orient."  It  seems  timely  to  repeat  this 
and  to  utter  a  word  of  warning  to  all 
whom  it  may  concern.  Europe  will 
emerge  from  the  war  with  Its  manhood 
decimated,  burdened  with  debt  and  with 
the  wastage  of  prolonged  strife  to  make 
up.  The  rate  of  wagea,  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing, the  general  standard  of  life,  have 
gone  up  among  the  white  races,  whether 
belligerents  or  not;  but  in  Aslatie  coun- 
tries we  have  the  same  economical,  In- 
dustrious and  patient  millions,  who  for 
years  have  been  unconsciously,  but  none 
the  less  successfully,  preparing  them- 
selves to  compete  with  the  Western 
World  in  the  fields  which  the  people  of 
the  latter  have  believed  to  be  their  own. 
An  "irrepressible  conflict"  Is  drawing 
steadily  nearer,  and  how  are  we  pre- 
paring ourselves  to  meet  It?  We 
talk  of  preparedness  for  war;  bel- 
ligerents are  beginning  to  talk  of  pre- 
paredness for  peace;  but  not  many  of  us 
have  yet  even  begun  to  think  of  pre- 
paredness against  Oriental  competition. 
The  greatest  industrial  problem  the 
world  haa  ever  seen  will,  almost  before 
we  know  it,  demand  solution. 


It  is  very  satisfactory  to  know  that 
persons  who  ought  to  be  in  a  position 
to  judge  apprehend  very  little  danger 
in  the  future  from  slidsa  on  the  Panama 
Canal.  Perhaps  their  view  Is  somewhat 
on  the  optimistic  side,  hut  it  is  based 
upon    experience   and    investigation.

As  The  Colonist  never  advocated  the

The  Inquiry  into  the  alleged  leak 
from  Washington  of  advance  news  of 
the  President's  peace  note  does  not 
seem  ag  yet  to  have  elicited  any  In- 
lormathMt  of  value.  Mr.  Thomas  W. 
Lawssn  has  told  the  committee  that  he 
can  prove  the  existence  of  the  leak  and 
will  name  the  people  concerned  In  It  to 
a  committee  clothed  with  powers  to 
make  aa  examination  into  the  very  root, 
but  the  offer  haa  not  yet  been  accepted, 
and  the  Inquiry  has  been  directed  to 
giving  certain  Individuals  an  opportun- 
ity of  saying  "It  wasn't  I."  One  of 
the  latest  persons  to  be  called  into  the 
case  Is  Mr.  Lansing,  Secretary  of  State, 
who  says  he  told  the  press  agencies 
that  a  note  was  shortly  to  be  sent  out, 
but  the  press  people  say  they  kept  the 
seeret  inviolate.  Mr.  Lansing's  recent 
record  has  not  been  such  as  to  lead  the 
public  to  be  quite  satisfied  as  to  his 
discretion  la  giving  out  statements. 

There  is  nothing  International  about 
this  affair,  which  only  affects  what  may 
b«  called  the  domestic  policies  of  the 
preaent  administration  and  its  friends, 
if  certain  men  are  permitted  to  know 
In  advance  anything  which  the  Presi- 
dent is  going  to  do,  so  that  they  can 
us«  it  on  the  stock  market,  that  Is  a 
matter  that  concerns  no  one  except  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  Of  course 
it  would  be  a  pretty  low-down  sort  of 
business,  but  unfortunately  that  Is  no 
reason  why  It  might  not  be  practised 
by  men  whoso  appreciation  of  what  Is 
right  or  wrong  Is  obscured  by  visions 
ut   possible  wealth.

The  army  scandal,  In  which  the  name 
of  Mrs.  Cornwallls-West  so  conspicuous- 
ly figured,  suggests  the  existence  of  a 
state  of  things  in  high  social  circles 
that  calls  for  a  prompt  remedy.  The 
report  of  the  investigating  board  hints 
at  much  more  than  It  discloses,  and 
the  terms  in  which  Mrs.  Cornwallls- 
West  Is  denounced  cannot  fall  to 
have  a  very  profound  effect  on  public 
opinion.  In  times  of  peace  the  great 
mass  of  the  British  people  does  not  con- 
cern itself  with  the  high  Jinks  of  the 
aristocracy.  They  regard  some  thlnga 
as  a  part  of  the  established  order  of 
thlnga  and  as  really  not  touching  the 
life  of  the  nation.  But  the  exposures  In 
the  case  referred  to,  coming  In  the  midst 
of  a  great  war.  will  awaken  tha  nation, 
and  it  may  be  confidently  expected  that 
an  end  will  be  put  to  the  practices  so 
severely  animadverted  upon  by  the  In- 
vestigating board. 

Mrs.  Cornwallls-West,  though  by  no 
means  a  young  woman,  possesses  physi- 
cal and  Intellectual  charms  of  a  high  or- 
der. Her  daughters,  the  Princess  Henry 
of  Pless  and  the  Duchess  of  Westmin- 
ster, are  very  beautiful  women.  The 
former  was  persona  gratlsslma  In  the 
entourage  of  King  Edward  VII.  As  far 
as  we  know  there  never  haa  been  a 
suggestion  that  these  two  very  charm- 
ing ladles  have  o^en  meddling  In  affair.-*, 
but  their  mother  seems  to  have  been  a 
very  Incarnation  of  Intrigue.  Just  how 
or  why  the  hanlsor.o  young  Irish  ser- 
geant-major, afterwaids  a  lieutenant, 
came  ts  be  dragged  into  the  affair  we 
p.-'.  not  told,  but  It  Is  known  that  a  let- 
ter from  him  to  Mrs.  Cornwallls-West 
declining  certain  proposals  made  by  her, 
the  nature  of  which  Is  not  told,  precipi- 
tated  the  scandal. 

One  effect  of  the  disclosures  will  be 
that  an  end  will  be  put  to  female  In- 
trigue in  army  matters.

The    engineering      correspondent 
The    London   Telegraph    writes: 

Tho**  who  are  hoping  for  the  day 
when  It  will  be  possible  to  travel  from 
England  to  Prance  by  train  under  the 
bed  of  the  Channel,  have  derived  con- 
siderable encouragement  from  the  Prlm« 
Minister's  reply  to  the  recent  depu- 
tation of  members  of  Parliament  rep- 
resenting the  Channel  Tunnel  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons.  It 
is  a  decided  step  forward  to  have  se- 
cured from  Mr.  Asqulth  the  admission 
that  the  proposition  should  be  re- 
viewed "In  the  light  of  the  new  ex- 
perience" gained  owing  to  the  war, 
either  by  the  War  Committee  or  by 
the  Committee  of  Imperial  Defence. 
Mr.  Arthur  Fell,  M.  P..  k  In  intro- 
ducing the  deputation.  pointed  out 
that  the  military  opposition  to  the 
tunnel  scheme  had  practically  disap- 
peared. What  the  military  advisers 
of  the  Government  have  to  make  per- 
fectly sure  of  la.  primarily  that  were 
the  runnel  in  being,  it  could  not  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  an  armed  In- 
vasion of  this  country.  When  Lord 
Wolseley  advised  against  the  tunnel, 
electricity  was  In  its  Infancy,  "pol- 
aon-gas'  was  unthought  of,  and  guns, 
and  high  explosives,  such  as  are  In 
use  today,  are  unknown.  Each  of 
these  could  be  employed  singly  or 
Jointly  in  any  scheme  to  prevent  the 
use  of   the   tunnel   by   enemy   forces, 

The  Flooding  Safeguard. 
,One  of  the  simplest  and  most  effec- 
tive devices  that  have  been  proposed 
for  blocking  the  tunnel  Is  tha,t  of 
flooding  a  short  length  near  the  Eng- 
lish coast.  To  enable  this  to  be  done 
without  damage  to  the  rest  of  the 
tunnel  the  latest  plans  provide  for  a 
V-shaped  dip,  into  the  bottom  of 
which  water  could  be  admitted  by 
electrically-operated  sluices,  worked, 
if  required,  from  London  as  well  as 
by  the  fort  commandants  of  Dover. 
This  would  effectually  prevent  even  a 
rat  from  passing  through  the  flooded 
section,  but,  In  the ,  event  of  a  false 
alarm  having  been  given,  the  water 
could  speedily  be  pumped  out — but 
only  from  the  British  side,  be  it  noted 
— a  much  better  procedure  than  the 
original  plan  of  blowing  up  the  roof 
of  the  tunnel,  and  thus  admitting  sea- 
water  almost  to  its  entire  length, 
though  tho  provision  for  blowing  up 
the  tunnel  could  still  remain  (as  in 
the  cases  of  the  St.  Gothard,  Mont 
Cenis,  and  Simplon  tunnels)  -In  the 
event  of  the  flooding  mechanism  fall- 
ing,  for  any   reason,  to  act  properly. 

In  France,  whilst  the  mouth  of  the 
tunnel  would  be  four  miles  Inland,  It 
would  still  be  under  the  command  of 
the  guns  of  the  British  Fleet.  This  Is 
a  onew  engineering  feature  of  the 
Channel  plana.  Before  the  arrival  of 
the  submarine  menace  the  proposal 
was  that  there  should  be  a  viaduct  on 
the  face  of  the  cliffs  overlooking  the 
French  side  of  the  Channel  and  leading 
down  to  the  mouth  of  the  tunnel.  The 
advent  of  the  submarine  rendered  neces- 
sary a  change  of  plans  as  far  as  this 
portion  of  the  scheme  was  concerned, 
since  It  made  it  clear  that  the  viaduct 
could  be  shelled  by  sn  enemy  subma- 
rine In  much  the  same  way  as  by  our 
own  ships. 

Another  possible  submarine  peril  to 
the  tunnel  has  had  to  be  investigated 
by  the  engineers,  and  that  relates  to 
the  laying  of  mines  on  the  sea-bed  Im- 
mediately above  the  tunnel,  with  a  view 
to  securing  its  destruction  hy  blowing 
a  hole  downwards  into  the  tunnel,  and 
ho  admitting  the  Waters  of  the  channel 
to  the  whole  length  or"  the  tunnel.  Apart 
however  from  the  difficulties  of  oper- 
ating under  the  water  -pressure  exist- 
ing at  the  bottom  of  the  Channel,  and 
of  finding  the  exact  line  of  the  tunnel, 
it  has  to  be  remembered  that  the  tunnel 
Itself  would  be  burled  in  about  100  feet 
of  chalk.  No  "crater"  in  land  warfare 
has  reached  such  a  depth  as  this,  and  on 
the  bed  of  the  sea,  owing  to  the  tre- 
mendous water  pressure,  the  effect  of 
an  explosion  would  be  Infinitely  less 
than  on  land. 

Defences  la  France. 
The  engineers  of  the  scheme  have  had 
to  consider  the  provision  of  defences 
on  the  French  side  against  attacks  such 
as  the  Germans  threatened  to  make  on 
Calais  In  the  early  days  of  the  war. 
The  configuration  of  the  country  be- 
tween Calais  and  Boulogne,  where  'he 
mouth  of  the  tunnel  would  be  situated, 
is  such  as  to  render  possible  an  effi- 
cient scheme  of  defence  against  attack 
in  any  direction  from  the  !nnd  .  Ide. 
Practically,  this  stretch  of  country 
could  be  converted  Into  a  self-contained 
camp,  or  fortress  which  could  nor  bo 
captured  by  i-n  enemy  Invading  France 
without  our  having  ample  time  to  m-tke 
ure  of  all  the  protective  measurs*  to 
be  provided  on  this  aids  of  tho  Chan- 
nel. 

Our  Gallic  friends  have  themselves 
suggested  tha;  the  electric  power  s*t- 
t'c;i  on  their  itd*  of  the  Channel  ehwuld 
supply  current  only  to  a  short  length 
of  the  railway  towards  England,  thus 
making  .it  poas'ble  for  us  to  prevent 
t'leij  trains  from  pa«slng  through  the 
tunnel  by  a  *-hrpie  movement  o!  a 
switch  in  our  power  station,  the  latter, 
unlike  theirs,  being  placed  so  fA"  in- 
land— ten  or  twenty  miles  up  In  Kent- 
ish Downs — as  to  be  out  of  range  of 
enemy  gunfire  from  the  sea. 

It  will  be  noted  that  all  the  safe- 
guards are  on  our  side.  France,  clear- 
ly, fears  nothing  from  the  construction 
of  the  tunnel.  We  have  been  at  peace 
with  Franco  for  over  100  years,  and 
we  hope  that  our  armies  now  fighting 
will  secure  for  us  a  lasting  peace.  As 
Mr.  Fell  reminded  Mr.  Asqultb.  should 
peace  prevail  for  another  period  of  100 
years,  or  even  for  fifty  years,  then  so 
great  Is  tbe  progress  being  made  by 
science  that  no  man  could  prophesy 
what  would  be  the  defence  necessary 
at  the  end  of  thst  time  to  protect  this 
country  from  attack  by  sir  or  sea,  or 
under  the  sea. 

In  a  previous  article  we  have  dis- 
cussed some  of  the  engineering  prob- 
lems of  the  proposed  tunnel.  These 
problems  sre  of  a  perfectly  simple  char- 
acter.

Is  able  to  any 
that  the  line,  of  which  this  country's 
share  of  the  cost  would  be  ft.OOO.oeo. 
presents  no  constructional  difficulties, 
and  could  be  completed  In  six  years. 
Electric  traction  makes  simple  the 
otherwise  formidable  question  of  ven- 
tilation— simpler  even  than  in  the  case 
of  the  Tubes.  The  trains  would  pass 
through  the  tunnel  In  about  half  an 
hour.

BY-LAW  REQUIREMENTS 


• 


Government  Holds  Up  City's 
Milk  By-Law  Until  Arrange- 
ment Is  Made  for  Eliminat- 
ing Non-Essential  Provisions, 


On  the  ground  that  the  certificate  re- 
quired under  the  Animals'  Contagious 
Diseases  Act,  if  Insisted  upon,  would 
have  the  result  of  putting  out  of  bus- 
iness by  far  the  greater  portion  of  dair- 
ies now  supplying  milk  to  consume™, 
Hon.  John  Oliver,  at  the  next  session  of 
the  legislature  will  Introduce  amend- 
menta  to  the  Act. 

Vletora  has  an  interest  in  this  con- 
templated action  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  In  that  there  is  now  before 
the  minister  for  consideration  and  ap- 
proval the  by-law  passed  by  the  city  In 
November  last  requiring  that  before 
dairy  owners  will  be  permitted  to  seU 
milk  In  Victoria  they  must  be  In  posses- 
sion of  the  certificate  prescribed  by  the 
Act.  Many  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Act  are  necessary  and  most  useful,  the 
minister  believes,  but  there  are  others 
which,  possibly  satisfactory  from  the 
standpoint  of  an  attempt  to  start  a  new 
order  of  things  for  all  dairy  premises 
hereafter  erected,  would  prove  a  most 
distinct  hardship  on  owners  of  existing 
premises.  These  restrictions  refer  prin- 
cipally to  the  construction  of  dairy 
premises,  etc.,  from  the  sanitary  stand- 
point. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  holds  that  some  of 
the  restrictions  are  In  no  wise  essential 
to  the  production  of  good  milk.  He  has 
taken  the  matter  up  with  Mr.  W.  E. 
Scott,  deputy  minister  of  agriculture  who 
has  reported  that  the  conditions  of  the 
certlflente  prescribed  by  the  Act  If  en- 
forced, would  have  the  effect  of  cutting 
off  the  milk  supply  of  Victoria.  But 
the  minister  takes  the  position  that  It 
would  not  be  proper  for  the  department 
to  enforce  the  regulations  only  partially 
In  any  way  that  would  favor  one  dairy- 
man to  the  disadvantage  of  another.  .AH 
should  be  treated  alike,  he  thinks,  and 
with  that  Idea  In  view  he  will  notify  the 
civic  authorities  that  he  Is  willing  to 
confer  with  the  health  authorities  of 
the  city  and  Is  willing  to  permit  of  the 
approval  of  the  by-law  provided  the  city 
will  agree  that  the  non-essential  pro- 
j  visions  shall  not  be  enforced  until  sueh 
time  as  the  Act  can  be  amended  at  the 
forthcoming  legislature.

Mr.  George  Ratcllffe  Naden,  of  Prince 
Rupert,  has  been  appointed  to  the  office 
qf  deputy  minister  of  lands  In  succes- 
sion to  Mr.  Robert  Renwlck  who  has 
held  the  position  for  the  past  nine 
years  since  the  separation  of  the  lands 
and  works  departments.  Mr.  Renwlck 
was  notified  last  Saturday  that  hi"  ser- 
vices would  terminate  on  the  16th  Inst., 
his  successor  having  then  been  selected 
and  his  appointment  to  the  office  an- 
nounced In  the  Prince  Rupert  papers. 

Mr.  Naden  wUI  arrive  in  the  city  this 
week  and  assume  office  next  Monday.  He 
is  an  Englishman  by  birth  and  has  been 
a  resident  of  the  province  for  the  past 
twenty  years  settling  first  at  Greenwood 
where  be  was  manager  of  the  Bealey 
Investment  A  Trust  company.  There  he 
took  a  share  In  municipal  politics  serv- 
ing for  two  terms  as  alderman  and  also 
as  mayor  In  1902.  At  the  general  elec- 
tions in  1907  he  represented  the  Liberal 
party,  was  elected  and  sat  until  1911 
when  he  moved  to  Prince  Rupert  where 
he  has  been  engaged  in  financial  and  In- 
surance business. 

Mr.  Penwlck  has  been  an  employee 
of  the  Province  for  the  past  fifteen 
years,  the  first  six  of  which  he  held 
the  office  of  Government  agent  and  sold 
commissioner  at  Nelson.  When  he  came 
to  Victoria  to  take  the  position  of 
deputy  Minister  of  Lands  he  succeeded 
Mr.  Nell  MacKay,  and  his  appointment 
was  made  by  the  late  Mr.  Pulton,  then 
Minister  of  Lands  and  Public  Works. 
At  that  time  the  department  was 
divided. 

Mr.  Archie  M.  Johnson,  barrister,  of 
Nelson,  and  son  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Johnson, 
of  this  city,  has  been  formally  appoint- 
ed to  the  position  of  deputy  attorney- 
general  in  succession  to  Mr.  J.  P.  Mc- 
Leod,  #ho  was  reeently  retired  owing  to 
111  health.  He  spent  his  early  years  in 
Victoria  snd  about  twenty  years  ago 
moved  to  Nelson  where  he  has  practised 
his  profession  building  up  a  large  prac- 
tice especially  In  criminal  law.'  He  was 
city  solicitor  for  Nelson  for  some  years. 
He  was  educated  at  Bath  College,  Bath, 
and  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  and 
on  his  return  to  Victoria  entered  the 
law  office  of  Messrs  Drake  *  Helmcken 
and  later  pursued  his  studies  with  Mr. 
J.  H.  Bowes,  at  Nelson  being  admitted  to 
the  bar  In  1896.  Mr.  Johnson  will  as- 
sume his  new  duties  on  Monday  next.

nouncement from  Seattle.  It  Is  also 
stated  she  will  be  somewhat  remodeled 
to  flt   her  for  the  Alaska  trade. 

This  company  was  also  reported  to 
be  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the 
steamer  Northland  from  the  Parr-Mc-

The  total  land  and  improvement  as- 
sessment in  Victoria  this  year  is  879.- 
430,050,  according  to  the  1917  assess- 
ment roll  which  was  returned  yesterday 
by  City  Assessor  Northcott.  This  Is 
composed  of  164,262,150  on  land  and 
$25,177,900  on  improvements,  which  are 
exempt. 

This  year's  aasessment  Is  a  reduction 
of  10.5  per  cent  from  the  assessment  of 
191$,  which  placed  the  land  figures  at 
842,441.219  and  the  Improvements  at 
$25,392,431.  This  was  the  figure  after 
the  court  of  revision  got  in  its  work, 
however.  Before  the  reductions  were 
made  the  total  assessment  stood  at  $70,- 
199,230. 

The  highest  assessment  was  that  of 
1914,  when  the  land  value  of  the  city 
was  placed  at  $$9,161,900.  The  latest 
figures  show  a  reduction  of  41.5  per 
cent  from   those  of  two  years  ago.  .

ANTI-UNION  PAPER 
NAID  'THE  MESSAGE" 

Organ  of  Presbyterian  Oppo- 
nents of  Church  Union 
Makes  Appearance — Edi- 
torials Are  Pointed. 


Founded  by  Presbyterian  Anti- 
Church  Unionists  to  oppose  the  Church 
Union  movement  in  Canada.  "The  Mes- 
sage" has  made  Its  debut.  It  is  the 
first  publication  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  Association  recently  organized 
at  a  meeting  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Toronto,  of  anti-unionists  from  all 
parts  of  Canada.  The  paper  Is  being 
Issued  as  a  protest  against  the  control 
of  "The  Presbyterian."  the  official 
church  organ,  by  the  element  In  the 
church  favoring  Church  Union.  It  is 
being  financed  by  popular  subscription. 
Its  publication  is  the  first  definite  step 
taken  by  the  Anti-Unionists  to  pre- 
serve the  present  form  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  In  Canada.  Severs! 
Victoria  Presbyterians  are  financially 
interested  in   the  vsnture. 

The  first  issue  Is  a  four-page  leaf- 
let, published  by  the  Ontario  Publish- 
ing Co.,  Toronto. 

In  an  editorial  on  the  front  page 
It  Is  stated  that  the  only  apology 
which  "The  Message"  has  to  offer  Is 
that  Its  appearance  has  been  so  long 
delayed.  It  goes  An  to  say:  "Thou- 
sands of  Presbyterians  throughout  the 
Dominion  have  long  been  conscious  of 
the  lack  of  some  medium  through 
which  their  views  and  convictions 
might  reach  the  public.  They  believe 
that  If  all  the  facts  In  this  Church 
Union  controversy  were  placed  before 
the  members  and  adherents  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  General  As- 
sembly would  find  it  necessary  to  de- 
vise some  means  of  withdrawal  from 
the  Impasse  into  which  'precipitate  ac- 
tion has  led  it.'  " 

The  second  editorial  Is  on  the 
question  of  names.  Antl-Unlonlst  Is 
mistaken  nomenclature  according  to 
"The  Message."  "We  are  not  Anti- 
Unionlsts."  but  to  use  the  expressive 
phrase  of  the'' president  of  our  asso- 
clsjtlon,  we  are  "Antl-Dis-Unlonlsts," 
opposed  to  the  ruthless  dismember- 
ment of  our  church. 

An  account  of  the  Convocation  held 
In  the  Fall  in  St.  Andrew's  Church. 
Toronto.  Is  given,  and  the  full  text 
of  the  pledge  which  was  signed. 

"Poetic  Figures"  Is  the  heading  of 
a  short  article  replying  to  a  recent 
editorial  In  "The  Presbyterian."  which 
likened  Church  Union  to  the  Juncture 
of  the  Ottawa  and  St.  Lawrence  River 
and  the  steady  flow  which  they  final- 
ly settle  Into  pace. 

"An  Analysis  of  Majorities'  goes 
back  to  the  queetlon  of  the  one-third 
vote  at  the  General  Assembly,  when 
Church  Union  was  passed.

Far — Twenty-Eight  Candi- 
dates— Locations  of  Polling 
Stations.

Nine  thousand  Victoria  electors  today 
will  choose  their  municipal  governors 
for  the  year  1917.  They  will  elect  a 
mayor,  ten  aldermen  and  three  school 
trustees.  They  will  also  decide  by  vote 
whether  the  city  shall  borrow  849,000 
to  reconstruct  the  Rock   Bay   bridge. 

Those  who  have  been  following  the 
campaign  declare  that  there  has  been 
little  Interest  in  the  fight  Both  mayor- 
alty candidates.  Aldermen  Porter  and 
Todd,  have  been  campaigning  strenu- 
ously, but  last  night  each  said  it  woula 
be  hard  to  say  how  the  vote  would  go 
as  people  »eem  to  care  .;ao  little  about 
the  election. 

The  polls  open  at  9  o'clock  and  close 
at  7  o'clock.  The  mayoralty  results 
Should  be  known  about  two  hours  after 
the  polls  close.  Returning  Officer  North- 
cott  said  last  night.  The  school  trus- 
tee results  will  come  ehortly  after,  and 
the  aldermanlc  results  not  until  mid- 
night, at  least,  because  of  the  eighteen 
candidates  on  the  ballot. 

The  polling  booths  for  mayor  are  at 
1417  and  1419  Broad  Street.  In  the  Mes- 
ton  shop.

Mr.  Walter  Appleyard  was  recently 
elected  lord  mayor  of  Sheffield.  His 
wife  has  long  held  a  high  place  in  the 
esteem  of  the  citizens.  Like  some  of 
the  ladles  in  our  own  city,  »he  did  not 
wait  for  any  call  before  she  began 
working  for  the  soldiers  who  were 
hurrying  to  the  front.  They  would 
need,  she  knew,  warm  garments  sooner 
than  the  factories  could  turn  them  out. 
So  gathering  friends  and  neighbors  to- 
gether, Mrs.  Appleyard  began  to  knit 
and  to  sew. 

Preaently  the  Belgian  refugees,  naked, 
bewildered  and  hungry,  began  to  ar- 
rive, and  the  motherly  woman  waa  ready 
to  minister  to  their  needs  and  con- 
tribute to  their  support.  Mrs.  Apple- 
yard  waa  one  of  the  first  to  answer  to 
the  fall  for  volunteers  for  canteen 
work  among  the  makers  of  munitions, 
spending  two  days  a  week  in  one  of  the 
canteens  for  three  months  until  the  or- 
ganisation was  complete,  and  she  was 
released  to  take  bar  place  at  home. 
Mrs.  Appleyard,  before  the  war,  ac- 
companied her  husband  on  many  Jour- 
neys to  Europe  and  took  the  long  soy- 
age  to  Australia. 

Even  in  war  time,  *he  ceremony  of 
installation  of  the  lord  mayor  of  one 
of  the  greatest  manufacturing  centres 
In  England  waa  a  splendid  one,  and   It 


their  food  tickets  In  their  hands  and 
were  facing  the  pleasant  prospect  of 
getting  something  to  eat.  Their 
mothers  and  others  of  the  women  rela- 
tives were  standing  by  watching  them. 
"Suddenly  Mr.  Hoover  saw  one  of  the 
Belgian  women  who  are  working  with 
the  Commission  step"  over  to  the  line 
and  drag  a  child  out  of  It.  The  child 
screamed  and  fought  to  get  back  into 
line,  but  the  woman  kindly  but  firmly 
forced  it  to  one  aide.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  other  women  doing  the  same 
thing,  which  was  always  accompanied 
by  the  screaming  protests  of  the  child. 
"Puzzled  by  these  extraordinary  In- 
cidents, Mr.  Hoover  went  to  one  of  the 
women  workers  and  aaked  why  the  chil- 
dren were  taken  from  the  line. 

"They  are  of  normal  weight.*  she 
said,  'and  cannot  have  a  meal  today. 
They  must  wait  until  their  weight  Is 
reduced  before  they  may  have  food — 
this  may  be  one  or,  perhaps,  two  or 
three  days.  Only  those  who  are  under 
weight  and  are  facing  starvation  may 
nave  food.  There  is  so  little  food  that 
only  those  who  need  it  most  may  have 
It.' 

"Mr.  Hoover  waa  astounded  and  over- 
come, and  aaked  the  woman  If  it  waa 
possible  that  the  children  must  be  real- 
ly starving  before  they  could  be  al- 
lowed to  have  a  meal. 

"  'Yes,  that  Is  so.'  she  said,  sadly. 
'We  cannot  feed  so  many  little  mouths 
with  so  little.  If  we  had  the  food  we 
would  give  It  to  them — but  what  can 
we  do?  If  America  would  only  send  It 
to  us  we  would  see  that  all  these  Uttla 
children  had  at  least  enough  to  keep 
them  at  normal  weight.  As  it  is  now, 
wo  are  powerless,  and  those  who  do 
not  show  signs  of  starvation  must 
stand  aside  for  the  less  fortunate 
ones.' " 

There  'are  a  million  and  a  quarter  of 
these  children  who  cannot  have  relief 
until  they  are  suffering  from  hunger. 
The  Pope  has  appealed  to  the  United 
States  and,  doubtless  the  appeal  will 
oe  answered  in  time.  But  even  in  Vic- 
toria that  must  give  so  much  to  her 
own  «uch  a  story  will  not  fail  to  call 
forth  a  response.

MADE       IN       CANADA 


Working  Ground  In  Front  of 
Traps  Has  Been  Found  Very 
Profitable  in  Many  Places — 
Methods  Inexpensive, 


In  these  days,  when  economy  and  the 
saving  of  what  has  hitherto  been  re- 
garded aa  waste  is  being  preached  on  all 
sides.  It  may  not  perhaps  have  occurred 
to  anyone  that  there  should  be  a  chance 
to  make  a  nice  little  sum  by  staking  out 
a  lead  mine  In  the  vicinity  of  the  trap- 
shooting  club's  grounds. 

Constant  snooting  over  the  same 
ground  makes  lead  mines,  for,  whether 
the  aim  Is  good  or  bad,  the  lead  eventu- 
ally falls  to  the  ground.  Far-sighted 
contractors  have  seen  the  business  pos- 
sibilities in  "getting  after"  this  mining 
business.  About  three  years  ago  the 
ground  in  front  of  the  traps  at  the  Du 
Pont  Gun  Club  was  mined  and  a  pile  of 
lead  of  23  tons  was  the  result.  A  por- 
tion of  the  grounds  of  a  club  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  was  put  through  the  sieve  and 
20  tuns  resulted.  A  year  ago  a  second 
trip  was  made  to  the  Du  Pont  club  at 
Wilmont,  Del.,  and  results  equal  to  those 
realised  at  the  first  attempt  were  ob- 
tained. Other  club  grounds  are  now  un- 
dergoing mining  treatment. 

The  method  of  securing  this  lead  is 
simple.  Plots  of  ground  about  30  feet 
by  five  fset  are  skinned  about  one  and 
a  half  Inches  deep.  This  top  soil  is  then 
put  la  piles  and  allowed  to  stand  for 
two  or  three  days  until  It  dries.  It  Is 
then  put  Into  a  large,  ,  coarse  cylinder 
sieve  that  is  operated  by  a  gasoline  en- 
gine, which  gets  rid  of  the  earth  con- 
taining no  lead.  Then  it  Is  put  through 
a  fine  sieve  andjjnore  dirt  Is  removed. 
If  the  earth  sticks  several  screenings 
are  necesary  until  only  the  lead  remains. 
Then  the  remainder  of  the  shooting  ter- 
ritory is  handled  In  the  same  manner. 
While  the  task  may  be  a  little  slow.  It 
requires  only  a  few  laboring  men  to  do 
the  Job.  and  the  price  realised  is  worth 
the  attempt.  On  grounds  like  the  Du 
Pont  Club  It  takes  about  80  pounds  of 
earth  to  give  off  one  pound  of  shot. 
Thus  at  olubs  that  have  three  or  four 
traps,  and  where  the  members  shoot  fre- 
quently, and  no  attention  has  ever  been 
paid  to  the  mining  business,  a  chance  for 
some  money  waits  the  originator  In  bis 
locality.

Labors  of  Committee  Revising 
Constitution  of  B.C.AAU. 
Brought  to  Sudden  Halt- 
Must  Consult  Parent -Body. 


President  A.  E.  Vert,  of  the  B.  C. 
A.  A.  U..  has  announced  that  It  Is  found 
that  It  will  be  necessary  to  get  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governors  of  the  Ama- 
teur Athletic  Union  of  Canada  before 
changes  can  be  made  in  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  local  body.  This  has  been 
discovered  only  after  tha  committee  en- 
trusted with  the  task  of  revising  the 
constitution  has  spent  weeks  at  its 
work. 

Owing  to  these  latest  developments 
In  the  amateur  athletic  situation,  the 
proposed  meeting  of  sportsmen  which 
was  to  bays  been  held  in  Vancouver  to 
discuss  the  proposed  new  constitution. 
will  not  take  place,  as  no  changes  can 
be  made  or  reorganisation  effected  un- 
til the  sanction  of  the  national  gov- 
ernors can  be  obtained.  It  Is  certainly 
strange  that  the  committee  has  been 
laboring  all  thia  time  before  ascertain- 
ing that  a  clause  In  the  constitution 
of  the  national  association  prohibits 
any  changes  n  the  constitution^  of  an 
affiliated  body  without  sanction  being 
first  obtained. 

The  committee  hss  made  the  sug- 
gestion to  President  Vert  that  the  ad- 
journed snnual  meeting****  the  B.  C.  A. 
A.  U.  should  be  held  at  an  early  date 
that  the  situation  may  be  fully  ex- 
plained to  the  delegates.  In  the  mean- 
time it  is  understood  that  Mr.  Vert  will 
submit  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
constitution  of  the  provincial  body  to 
mall  vote  of  the  governors,  or  at 
least  make  an  effort  to  have  the  amend- 
ments sanctioned  until  after  the  war, 
when  they  can  be  considered  at  the  same 
time  that  the  governors  of  the  A.  A.  U. 
of  Canada  are  drafting  their  new  con- 
stitution. 

Until  the  governors  approve  of  the 
changes  in  the  constitution,  it  would 
ssem  that  the  union  is  In  duty  bound 
to  follow  out  the  laws  laid  down  in  the 
old  constitution,  but  whether  various 
bodies  will  be  content  to  continue  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  union  and  un- 
der conditions  which  were  not  satis- 
factory to  all  last  year  will  be  deter- 
mined later.

WOMEN  WAR  WORKERS 


1 


(By    George    R.    81ms). 

Somewhere  In  London  In  the  heart 
of  grey  old  streets  and  the  monotony 
of  Georgian  sad  Early  Victorian  town- 
planning,  broken  here  and  there  by 
one  or  two  aggressively  up-to-date 
erections,  three  thousand  women  and 
a  thousand  men  are  tolling  through 
the  long  day  and  the  now  far  longer 
night  to  help  In  the  winning  of  the 
war. 

The  establishment,  which  Is  typical 
of  a  vast  number  that  are  working 
ceaselessly  in  the  great  cause  under 
Government  control,  is  an  object  les- 
son to  the  efficiency  which  Is  the  re. 
suit,  of  the  scientific  safeguarding  Of 
the  welfare  of   the   workers. 

To  maintain  efficiency  the  health  of 
the  worker  must  be  maintained.  The 
workers  who  are  healthy,  happy  and 
"comfortable"  will  and  must  "deliver 
the  goods"  far  more  rapidly  than  the 
workers  whose  vitality  is  Impaired, 
and  who  have  to  be  content  with  un- 
healthy surroundings  and  endure  "dis- 
comfort." 

It  Is  to  secure- the  greatest  efficiency 
in  the  great  working  armies  at  home 
that  are  the  backbone  of  our  armies 
in  the  field  that  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment of  the  Ministry  of  Munitions 
has    been    established. 

Never  before  In  our  history  has  the 
vital  Importance  of  women  and  chil- 
dren to  the  State  been  so  widely  and 
so  fully   recognized   as   it  is   today. 

The  safeguarding  of  the  vast  army 
of  young  prospective  mothers  and 
young  mothers  who  are  now  employed 
by  the  State  ia  universally  recognised 
as  the  duty  the  State  owes  not  only 
to  the  present  generation,  but  to  the 
generations   to  come.

That  1  might  see  with  my  own  eyes 
how  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  is  deal- 
ing with  the  welfare  of  the  women 
munition  workers,  I  recently  paid  a 
visit  to  a  big  establishment  some- 
where in  London,  and  on  the  "tour  of 
Inspection"  I  am  privileged  to  make 
I  was  accompanied  by  one  of  the  part- 
ners of  the  famous  firm  and  by  the 
Welfare  Supervisor,  a  charming  and 
sympathetic  lady  among  whose  many 
qualifications  for  the  post  Is  that  she 
is  a  trained  surgical  nurse  of  long  and 
wide  experience. 

Because  I  have  seen  the  conditions 
In  which  large  numbers  of  young  wo- 
men worked  in  the  old  days  and  be- 
cause for  the  last  40  years  I  have 
been  in  close  touch  with  the  evils 
arising  from  those  conditions,  my  first 
impression  was  that  of  a  playgoer 
who  after  gazing  for  some  time  at  the 
dark  abode  of  the  evil  genius  of  pan- 
tomime, suddenly  finds  his  eyes  de- 
lighted by  the  glories  of  the  transfor- 
mation   scene. 

Everywhere  there  Is  spa.ee  and  light 
and  ventilation  and  scrupulous  clean- 
liness. 

As  1  passed  through  the  long,  broad 
avenue  of  Industry,  in  which  were 
hundreds  of  young  women  in  blue 
overalls,  many  of  them  with  blue  caps 
covering  their  "glory"  all  working 
swiftly  and  Intently  at  the  dread  mun- 
itions of  war,  whtch  stood  piled  be- 
fore them,  I  noticed  that  each  squad 
— It  is  the  only  word  that  occurs  to 
me  at  the  moment — was  cabined,  but 
by  no  means  cribbed  or  confined.  In 
a  light-colored  wooden  compartment, 
the  boards  rising  shoulder-high,'  and 
the  rest  of  the  space  cross-wired  after 
the  manner  of  a  bank  counter,  the 
word  "Aviary"  came  unbidden  to  my 
UjJs.  '•-.•!< 

The  contrast  between  these  com- 
partments and  the  pens  of  the  past 
brought  to  my  mind  the  birds  you  see 
ln~-*ne  shops  near  the  docks,  crowded 
Into  sma.ll  ill-ventilated  and  grimy 
little  cages,  and  the  canaries  that 
twitter  gaily  In  the  bright,  open  cages 
of  the  happy  home.  Only  the  canaries 
of  the  munition  workers  were  blue- 
birds. 

In  every  department  where  the 
young  girls  and  the  young  women 
were  at  work — and  there  are  many — 
there  was  the  same  clean,  comfortable 
and   bright  environment. 

I  watched  the  work  and  I  watched 
the  workers,  and  the  evident  lntent- 
ness  of  every  girl  upon  Her  task  made 
me  say  to  the  director,  "It  Is  evident 
by  the  way  they  are  doing  their  work 
that  their  hearts   sre  In  It." 

"Yes,"  was  the  reply.  "They  all  live 
up    to    their    war-cry." 

"And  that  is T' 

"Send  out  the  shells  and  bring  back 
the   boys." 

It  is  Just  upon  mealtime — the  4 
o'clock  tea, — and  I  press  on  into  one 
of  the  lofty  and  spacious  canteens  at- 
tached to  the  establishment,  •  taking 
my  way  by  the  great  kitchens  and  the 
'servery." 

The  kitchens  are  constructed  upon 
scientific  and  hygienic  principles.  They 
are  staffed  by  a  number  of  men-cooks, 
all  above  military  age,  and  all  wear- 
ing the  spotless  white  of  the  restau- 
rant chef. 

When  the  girls  come  pour'ng  Into 
the  great  refectory  there  Is  no  push- 
ing and  no  crowding.  Every  long 
table  is  numbered,  and  every  seat  ia 
marked  off. 

The  Workers'    Dietary. 

The  partner  In  the  firm  who  accom- 
panies me  Is  a  'Varsity  man,  and  that 
accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  coloring 
of  the  walls  and  pillars  Is  a  happy 
combination  of  light  and  dark  blue, 
with    the    honors    equally    divided. 

Because  the  question  of  nutrition  Is 
of  the  first  Importance  in  making  and 
sustaining  efficiency,  the  menu  of  all 
the  meals,  breakfast,  dinner,  tea  and 
supper,  hss  been  carefully  thought  out 
and  selected  by  the  highest  author- 
ities upon  the  subject. 

The  necessary  dietary  for  the 
worker  Is  one  containing  a  sufficient 
proportion  and  quantity  of  nutritive 
material  suitably  mixed,  whtch  la  eas- 
ily digestible,  appetising  and  obtain- 
able at  a  reasonable  coat. 

The  Industrial  canteens  specially  ar- 
ranged for  the  muniUon  workers  sup- 
ply not  only  the  best  type  of  food, 
but  they  supply  It  varied,  weir  cook- 
ed, and  at  the  lowest  possible  prices. 

It  haa  been  found  that  the  feeding 
of  the  worker  upon  the  premises  haa 
had  a  marked  effect  upon  their  health, 
and  therefore  upon  their  energy  and 
the  value  of  their  output.  Without 
the  provision  of  a  sufficiently  nutri- 
tious diet  upon  the  premises  the  work- 
ers, especially  the  young  women, 
would  probably  make  an  outdoor  selec- 
tion which  would  lower  rather  than  In- 
crease their  energy.  Bkioigy  value  la 
the  great  consideration  la  the  canteen 
and  not  faddy,  appetising  to  look  upon, 
and  pleaaant  to  the  palate. 

That  the  workers  have  found  the 
catering  satisfactory  te  proved  by  the 
fact  that  in  the  canteens  of  the  ee- 
tabllshment   I    am    deal  tag    with   some

nurses    are    in    attendance    to    render 
Bret  aid   In  cases  of   Injury. 

In  this  regard  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that,  although  there  are  <.«<>• 
workers  In  this  establishment  and 
the  work  goes  on  day  and  night,  there 
has  so  far  been  only  one  casualty 
with  a  fatal  termination.  The  story 
of  the  surgery  is  mainly  Illustrated 
with  cute. 

Attached  to  the  surgery  ia  a  rest 
room  with  beds  and  easy  chairs  for 
caaee  of  faUgue  and  fainting.  Taere 
Is  very  little  demand  fci  the  accom- 
modation, but  there  Is  a  rest  and  re- 
creation room  which  is  always  enthu- 
siastically   patronized 

It  is  a  large  and  lofty  hall,  where 
the  lasses  who  are  laboring  so  loyally 
for  tbelr  land  may  disport  themselves, 
and  indulge  In  the  favorite  forms  of 
womanly    ekerclsa 

At  the  further  end  of  the  recreation 
hall  there  Is  an  admirably  arranged 
little  theatre,  with  footlights  and 
scenery  and  everything  necessary  for 
the  proper  display  of  the  histrionic, 
ability  of  whtch  the  women  munition 
workers  possess  a  considerable 
amount. 

Here  they  give  their  entertainments 
and  I  trust  I  am  not  betraying  a  man- 
agerial secret  when  I  say  that  this 
Christmas  the  Munition  Works  will 
probably   produce   a   pantomime. 

When  It  became  necessary  for  the 
State  to  organise  a  vast  srmy  of  wo- 
men to  assist  In  the  making  of  muni- 
tions of  war,  and  to  take  these  wo- 
men from  all  classes  of  society,  there 
were  countless  difficulties  and  prob- 
lems  to   overcome. 

The  Is.rgest  possible  output  had  to 
be  maintained  during  an  Indefinite  per- 
iod; therefore  the  health  and  comfort 
of  every  war-worker  became  at  ence 
a   national    consideration. 

It  is  for  the  sympathetic  safeguard- 
ing of  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
workers,  with  special  regard  for  the 
women  and  children,  that  the  Ministry 
of  Munitions  has  established  its  Wel- 
fare   Department. 

From  the  work  of  that  department 
many  thousands  of  women  who  are 
now  tolling  steadily  and  cheerfully  In 
the  ranks  of  patriotic  labor  will  reap 
the  advantages  long  after  they  have 
sent  out  the  last  shell  and  brought 
back  the  last  boy,  and  they  them- 
selves have  returned  to  the  more 
pleasant  and  less  strenuous  occupa- 
tions of  peace.

a  War 

Sir. — A*  you  have  always  shown  great 
fairness  to  your  political  opponent*.  I 
hope  you  will  see  your  way  to  print 
this  letter.  Personally  I  have  never  bo- 
longed  to  any  party. 

There  Is  at  present  a  good  deal  of 
talk  whether 'a  general  election  will  take 
place  this  year  In  Panada* — one  party 
blaming  the  other  for  being  the  cause 
of  It. 

Mow  It  seems  to  me  a  great  pity  that 
at  a  time  when  our  utmost  energies 
should  he  directed  to  bring  the  war  to 
a  successful  conclusion  the  nation 
should  have  to  divert  It*  mind  to  Issues 
of   a  party   character. 

Cannot  we,  at  least  during  the  war, 
do  away  with  party  politics,  and  like 
In  Great  Britain  nave  the  •affairs  of 
this  country  directed  by  (he  most  effi- 
cient men  Irrespective'  of  what  party 
they  belong  to. 

To  make  this  a  possibility,  the  leaders 
of  each  party  should  stand  aside  and  a 
leader  selected  who  ha*  the  confidence 
of  the  entire  notion,  and  who  should 
select  In  his  Cabinet  the  beat  men  of 
all   faction*   Including   the  labor   party. 

Personally,  I  think  the  best  man  In 
Canada  to  answer  this  description 
would  be  Mr.  Bennett,  but  If  a'  more 
suitable  man  eould  he  found  well  and 
good. 

In  proposing  this,  I  do  not  wish  to 
cast  reflections  on  the  leaders  of  either 
party.  To  explain  my  meaning  better. 
I  came  across  the  other  day  a  well 
known  Conservative  from  Vancouver 
who  had  done  his  very  best  to  over- 
throw the  late  British  Columbia  Govern- 
ment, and  expressed  satisfaction  at  the 
result  of  the  elections.  However,  when 
the  topic  reverted  to  Dominion  politics 
he  expressed  a  great  distrust  in  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier.  At  the  same  time  I 
have  heard  many  express  their  doubt* 
whether  the  present  Premier  was  a 
strong  enough  personality  to  eliminate 
the  undesirable  elements  In  his  own 
party.  The  same  was  said  of  Sir  Wil- 
frid Laurier  when  he  was  in  power. 

The  trouble  nbw  Is  that,  when  the 
Government  proposes  measures,  it  never 
goes  the  full  length,  being  afraid  of 
losing  a  certain  amount  of  votes.  The 
same  can  be  said  of  the  opposition 
when  criticising  Government  action*. 
It  Is  not  so  much  the  welfare  of  the 
country  they  have  at  heart  a*  the  in- 
terests of  their  own  party. 

Judging  from  conversations  I  had 
with  many  people,  the  nation  a*  a 
whole  would  welcome  such  a  course 
as  proposed  In  this  letter  with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  perhaps  a  few  ex- 
treme partisans.

The   Johnao*    Street   Bridge. 

Sir. — I  notice  In  your  leading  article 
In  yesterdays  Issue  you  gav*  Alder- 
man Todd  a  very  doubtful  push  towards 
ths  goal  In  hla  mayoralty  candidature, 
and  aa  I  always  understood  that,  the 
Press  generally  observed  a  neutral  at- 
titude  in  th*  mater  of  municipal  pol- 
ities, it  seemed  to  me  rather  unkind 
publicity  at  this  particular  moment 
when  the  election  la  so  near  a  thand. 

I  have  not  the  pleasure  of  Mr. 
Todd's  acquaintance,  but.  In  my  hum- 
ble opinion,  he  seems  to  be  the  only 
alderman  who  fully  appreciate*  the  im- 
portance of  having  an  agreement  with 
the  C.  P.  By.  that  will  fully  secure  the 
city  In  every  particular  detail  In  th* 
event  of  a  partnership  with  that  cor- 
poration in  the  bridge  construction. 

It  Is  common  knowledge  that  this 
same  company  fooled  the  Government 
In  regard  to  the  continuing  of  their 
railway  from  the  mainland  to  Esqui- 
mau, although  ostensibly  an  agreement 
was  supposed  to  be  In  existence  where- 
by Esquimau  was  to  be  their  terminus, 
bnt  they  apparently  got  around  the  dif- 
ficulty legally,  or  otherwise,  and  made 
a  full  atop  at  Vancouver. 

Then,  to  qucte  more  recent  history, 
when  the  city  approached  the  company 
in  regard  to  some  land  which  they  hold 
adjacent  to  Sooke  Lake,  In  order  to  en- 
large the  watershed  so  that  future 
water  requirement*  for  the  city  might 
be  aaaured,  they  wanted  to  hold  It  up 
to  the  tune  of  something  like  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars. 

When  one  considers  that  the  C.  P. 
Ry.  literally  had  a  gift  made  to  them 
of  practically  18  million  acre*  of  Cana- 
dian territory,  you  would  think  that 
when  a  matter  of  a'  few  hundred  acre* 
(which  would  never  be  any  earthly  use 


lie  utility  (mora  than  that  an  absolute 
necessity)  they  would  be  sufficiently 
magnanimous  to  make  a  present  of  It 
to  the  people. 

What  would  happen  supposing  these 
people  wanted  a  right-of-way  through 
your  property  In  order  to  extend  their 
railway:  They  would  simply  offer  you 
a  price  based  presumably  on  what  they 
considered  the  value  of  the  land,  and 
If  that  waa  not  acceptable,  force  you 
to  sell  on  abltration  proceedings,  and  1 
would  suggest  that  If  the  city  should 
decide  to  acquire  this  land  referred  to. 
from  them,  at  any  future  data,  that 
It  offers  the  C.  P.  R.  a  price  based  on 
Its  value  to  the  railway  for  their  own 
development  and  If  it  la  refused  ask 
the  Govenment  to  Introduce  legislation 
restoring  It  to  the  people. 

Surely  If  the  government*  have  the 
power  to  give  away  they  should  alao 
reserve  to  themselves  the  power  to  take 
back  at  loaat  what  la  necessary. 

To  get  back,  however,  to  the  John- 
son Street  bridge,  I  think  It  is  a  very 
doubtful  experiment  for  the  city  or  Gov- 
ernment to  enter  Into  any  partnership 
with  any  of  the  railway  corporations 
In  this  matter,  and  any  benefit  that 
might  accrue  to  the  city  In  the  way  of 
financial  assistance  under  such  an 
arrangement  would  be  more  than  offset 
by  legal  difficulties  that  are  almost  sure 
to  arise,  and  the  possibility  of  accident, 
for  instance.  If  an  accident  should  bap- 
pea  similar  to  that  of  the  Point  Bailee 
bridge  some  years  ago  (sad  It  is  within 
the  range  of  possibility)  the  olty  would 
be  held  responsible,  and  If  such  a  thing 
did  happen  (which  God  forbid)  It  might 
safely  be  assumed  that  the  cause  could 
not  be  charged  up  to  ordinary  vehicular 
or  pedestrian   traffic. 

If  the  railway  made  use  of  the  bridge 
the  principal  wear  and  tear  to  It  would 
be  caused  by  them,  and  there  would 
always  be  the  difficulty  of  appraising 
the  value  of  such  wear  and  tear  to  their 
satisfaction,  and  getting  them  to  come 
through,  and  I  submit,  with  all  due  re- 
spect, that  as  the  Government  and  city'a 
Interests  are  Identical,  and  Inasmuch  aa 
the  C.  P.  R.  are  willing  to  be  elimin- 
ated it  would  be  to  the  beat  interests 
of  the  people  for  the  former  to  build, 
and  in  that  event  there  would  be  no

Saturday  Half  Holiday. 

Sir, — The  recent  articles  In  The  Dally 
Colonist  re  half  holiday,  to  the  individ- 
ual who  gives  this  question  a  little 
thought.  Is  solid  and  common  sense  rea- 
soning. That  special  legislation  needs 
to  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  a  minor 
portion  of  the  workers  of  any  commun- 
ity cannot  be  sound  common  sense.  The 
store  clerk*  may  believe  they  put  thla 
through  on  tia  merits,  which  Is  far 
from  correct.  I  believe  the  public  gen- 
erally did  not  understand  the  real  aim 
and  objective  the  Retail  Merchants'  As- 
sociation had  In  view  when  they  sup- 
ported their  clerka  for  thla  special  legis- 
lation, which  waa  meant  to  carry  with 
it  the  compulsory  closing  of  all  store* 
great  and  email  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
evening.  This  main  objective  was  de- 
feated by  ex-Premier  Bowser,  by  his 
cutting  out  at  the  last  moment  the  early 
closing  clauae.  Thla  ia  the  real  aim  of 
the  retail  merchants,  the  half  holiday 
having  missed  its  objective  from  their 
viewpoint,  as  under  compulsory  early 
closing  law,  outlying  stores  would  be 
squeesed  out  of  business  and  all  semi- 
business  property  at  the  present  time 
would  become  practically  of  no  value. 
Therefore  the  citizens  and  particularly 
small  business  property  owners  should 
ees  that  the  retail  leading  merchants  and 
their  clerks  do  not  run  the  Provincial 
Legislature  and  City  Council  wholly  in 
their  particular  Interest.  I  believe  the 
convenience  of  the  public,  both  travel- 
ing and  local  is  the  least  and  last  con- 
sideration with  the  merchants  and  their 
clerks,  who  would  be  more  in  their  ele- 
ment from  Satuday  morning  till  midday 
Monday  with  their  dog  and  gun,  than 
keeping  store. 

No  amending  of  this  act  should  be 
attempted.  It  should  be  repealed  en- 
tirely, and  if  we  are  to  have  legisla- 
tion on  this  score  let  it  be  consistent 
and  broader,  so  that  no  employee  in  a 
store  shall  work  more  than  a  given 
number  of  hours  per  day  or  week  as 
the  case  may  be.

A 
law  like  this  tends  to  bring  both  makers

or  an  able-bodied  plain  clothes  detec- 
tive sent  from  headquarter*  to  pur- 
chase a  pound  of  tea  or  sugar  to  secure 
a  coaviotlon  against  the  seller.

Since  the  drop 
of  the  boom,  various  aldermen  have 
endeavored  to  foroe  on  the  cltlsena 
valous  bylaws,  not  for  the  benefit  of 
the  community,  but  for  the  prompters 
alone.  The  latest  Caesar  In  th*  Council 
out-Caesars  all  preceding  by  endeavor- 
ing to  force  a  bylaw  to  say  whan  wo 
shall  receive  our  pot  of  milk,  our  news- 
paper or  oar  sack  of  coal  In  the  morn- 
ing.

Patriotism. 

Sir,— As  a  visitor  from  the  Old  Coun- 
try to  Victoria,  may  I  express  my  great 
interest  in  .your  correspondent's  re- 
marks on  patriotism  a*  applied  to  the 
work  of  the  Women'*  Institute*,  and 
more  especially  la  her  refusal  to  confine 
her  idea  of  patriotism  within  the  bounds 
of  a  narrow  nationalism.  The  final  goal 
of  patriotism  is  surely  co-operation, 
not  conflict,  between  nations. 

In  England  there  is  a  group  of  wo- 
men suffragettes  now  numbering  sev- 
eral thousands,  whose  Idea  of  patriotism 
while  certainly  Including  strenuous 
work  for  the  victims  of  war,  la  not  con- 
fined to  such  work,  but  la  concerning 
Itself  with  the  momentous  question  of 
the  future— how  to  lay  the  foundation* 
of  a  lasting  peace. 

While  our  men  are  almost  wholly  oc- 
cupied In  fighting  for  a  Just  and  per- 
manent settlement,  "making  war."  as 
they  say,  "to  end  war,"  It  Is  perhaps 
the  special  business  of  women  to  be 
thinking  out  the  complicated  interna- 
tional problems  which  such  a  settlement 
will  certainly  entail.  How  many  of  oa 
women  know  precisely  (or  even  vague- 
ly) what  we  mean  by  a  "Just  and  last- 
ing peace,"  a  piece  in  which  every  na- 
tion, however  small,  shall  enjoy  freedom 
and  security,  in  which  conflicting  In- 
terests of  the  most  complex  kind  shall 
be  as  far  as  possible  adjusted,  In  which 
a  league  of  nations  or  "concert  of  Eur- 
ope," aa  Mr.  Aaqulth  haa  called  It, 
shall,  by  some  means,  guarantee  per- 
manent peace  for  the  future.'' 

It  will  be  argued.  I  know,  that  these 
are  questions  for  statesmen  and  diplo- 
matists. But  this  is  a  task  far  beyond 
the  power  of  a  few  individuals,  how- 
ever experienced  to  achieve.  States- 
men and  diplomatists  may  make  ware; 
it  la  the  people,  and  not  loaat  the  wo- 
men behind  the  statesmen  of  every  na- 
tion, who  will  achieve  (If  ever  it  be 
achieved)  the  yet  harder  task  of  keep- 
ing peace.  Very  much  depends  upon 
the  Justice  of  the  settlement  after  th* 
war.  It  la  surely  time  that  all  think- 
ing patriotic  women  should  be  consid- 
ering the  momentous  issue*  involved  la 
such  a  settlement,  and  ao  uae  the  weight 
of  their  Influence  to  build  up  a  sane 
world  for  their  children  to  Inhabllt.

Sir,— I  notice  la  thla  morning's  paper  a 
totter  written *by  a  Mr.  A-  H  Pease,  of 
Cadboro  Bay,  wherein  he  pays  tribute 
to  Alderman  Albion  John*  for  the  able 
manner  la  which  he  haa  handled  th« 
City  Market,  aa  Institution  that,  np  to 
the  present,  has  been  a  charge  oa  the 
ratepayer*  of  Victoria.  When  we  havo 
an  alderman  who  ha*  Shown  th*  ability 
of  thla  man.  we  must  see  that  hla  re- 
turn to  office  1*  sure. 

Alderman  John*  has  pot  only  shown 
hi*  ability  la  puttlag  the  market  on 
a  paying  foundation,  bnt  he  haa  shown 
hla  ability  In  many  other  ways.  I  un- 
derstand from  hla  remark*  In  th*  North 
Ward  School  last  night  that  the  City 
had  been  buying  wood  block*  for  pav- 
ing from  Vancouver  at  a  cost  to  the 
City  of  |40  per  thousand,  and  through 
hla  efforts  they  were .  now  being  pur- 
chased In  Victoria  at  $14.90  per  thou- 
sand. He  also  waa  responsible  for 
stopping  the  Engineering  Department 
from  spending  upwards  of  170,000  in 
removing  snow  last  Winter  from  the 
downtown  district.  Now  what  doea  thla 
all  mean   to  the   heavily   taxed   citlsen? 

I  remember  last  year  that  thla  same 
alderman,  having  overhauled  the  stores 
department  brought  quite  a  surprlae  to 
the  rest  of  his  associates  in  the  shape 
ef  a  statement  of  the  quantity  of  sup- 
plies on  hand  and  the  Council  endoraed

Md.  Porter  Advocates  Leav- 
ing Johnson  Street  Bridge  to 
Hon,  John  Oliver,  Who  Can 
Handle  Railway  Companies. 


There  wm  a  flourish  of  enthusiasm  In 
Ithe  fln*l  meeting  of  the  municipal  cam- 
paign In '  the  old  Victoria  Theatre  last 
night  which  surprised  persons  who  bad 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  nobody  was 
taking  any  Interest  in  the  campaign.  The 
theatre  was  well  filled,  and  there  was 
plenty  of  applause  and  many  suppressed 
Interruptions. 

.  That  the  city  should  leave  to  the  Hon. 
John  Oliver  and  the  provincial  Govern- 
ment the  problem  of  bringing  Into  agree- 
ment the  parties  Interested  In  the  John- 
eon  Street  bridge  and  getting  construc- 
tion started,  was  the  declaration  of  Al- 
derman Porter,  candidate  for  mayor. 
The  city  asked  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment to  take  the  Initiative  In  the  con- 
struction of  the  bridge  the  middle  of 
last  year, 

"Just  let  us  leave  the  Government  to 
finish  the  work  which  it  has  commenced," 
•aid  Alderman  Porter.  "Let  us  give  our 
moral  support,  so  that  the  business  may 
be  proceeded  with.  If  we  do  we  will 
make  more  progress  than  if  we  begin 
meddling  now.  Leave  the  matter  to  the 
new  Government.  The  railway  com- 
panies will  find  that  today  they  will 
have  to  deal  with  the  Hon.  John  Oliver 
mm  Minister  of  Railways.  He  will  soon 
show  them  where  they  get  off  at." 

He  explained  that  the  Government,  In 
expropriating  last  June  more  land  than 
actually  required  for  the  terminus  of  the 
bridge  at  the  foot  of  Johnson  Street, 
was  making  provision  to  guard  against 
damage  claims  from  owners  of  water- 
front  property  next  to  the  bridge.  By 
owning  the  two  lots  no  damage  claims 
could  be  put  In  by  anyone,  as  the  city 
would  control  the  land  affected.  This 
land  could  be  leased  by  the  city.  The 
damage  claims  would  come  to  an  amount 
Car  In  excess  of  the  cost  of  the  property. 

Alderman  Porter  said  that  he  would 
eee  that  the  small  home  owner  would 
not  be  injured  In  the  adjustment  of  the 
tax  delinquency  tangles.  He  said  that 
the  wealthy  speculators  In  the  matter 
of  the  expropriation  assessments  should 
not  benefit  at  the  expense  of  the  man 
who  owns  a  small  lot  on  the  outskirts 
with  no  local  Improvements.  He  de- 
clared, himself  as  a  supporter  of  better 
health  and  moral  conditions.  He  favored 
an  extension  of  the  time  of  paying  im- 
provement assessments  from  ten  to 
twenty  years. 

Alderman  Porter  read  an  election  cir- 
cular, headed  "A  Brilliant  Record," 
which  told  of  all  that  Alderman  Todd 
has  done  for  the  city.  There  Is  no 
doubt  that  Alderman  Todd  has  been  a 
very  busy  man  while  In  the  Council,'' 
replied  Alderman  Porter,  "but,  for  my 
part,  I  think  there  are  others  who  de- 
serve some  credit  also.  I  am  sure  Al- 
derman Todd  did  not  writ*  this  him- 
self." 

Alderman  Porter  denied  that  he  owned 
a  brewery.  "I  fear  people  have  been 
getting  the  name  'Porter*  mixed  up  with 
beer,"  he  said. 

He  declared  that  he  did  not  favor  any 
reduction  In  the  salaries  of  school  teach- 
ers, or  any  reduction  in  expenses  that 


would    Interfere   with    the 


the  sohools. 

Alderman  Porter  said  It  waa  a  bad 
thing  for  the  elty  that  the  huge  street 
paving  contract  of  a  few  years  ago— 
the  largest  in  Canada — was  ever  let. 
The  contract  waa  tot  to  Americana 
who  Imported  their  horses  and  even 
feed.  He  said  that  the  contract  should 
have   been   extended   over    10   years. 


■ridge 

Alderman  Todd  declared  that  If 
elected  Major  today  he  would  repudi- 
ate on-  behalf  of  the  city  the  whole 
expropriation  by  the  late  Provincial 
Government  of  the  land  at  the  foot  of 
Johnson  Street  for  the  easterly  ter- 
minus of  the  proposed  Johnson  Street 
bridge.  Ho  said  the  late  Government 
had  taken  steps  to  unload  on  to  the 
city  9U4.12S  worth  of  property,  while 
the  city  needed  only  $40,000  worth,  or 
only  about  one-third  of  the  area  ex- 
propriated. 

He  asserted  that  It  is  his  Intention 
If  elected  to  push  through  arrange- 
ments and  proceed  with  the  actual 
work  on  the  Johnson  Street  bridge  as 
soon  as  the  war  draws  to  an  end  and 
the  price  of  steel  dropa  He  favored 
leaving  the  K.  *  N.  Railway  out  of  the 
bridge  negotiations,  as  fhs  city  can  do 
better  with  a  separate  bridge. 

Alderman  Todd  regretted  that  an 
ex-cabinet  minister  and  other  politicians 
bad  stooped  to  making  semi-public 
In  order  to  Injure  him,  a  letter  he 
wrote  to  Attorney-General  Dowser  on 
November  I,  1*1K,  asking  for  the  of- 
fice of  Minister  of  Public  Works  or 
Highways  in  the  Government  then  to 
be  formed.  The  alderman  said  he 
placed  the  correspondence  on  fllo  at 
his  rooms  when  he  heard  It  was  being 
used  against  him. 

Alderman  Todd  denied  that  he  was 
In  any  way  Interested  in  the  liquor 
business  or  In  any  brewery,  "If  elect- 
ed," he  said,  "illicit  places  for  selling 
liquor  and  blind  pigs  will  be  wiped 
out  altogether."  He  denied  that  he 
owned   property  en  Herald   Street. 

Alderman  Todd  devoted  part  of  his 
time  to  explaining  bis  attitude  to- 
wards the  Johnson  Street  bridge.  He 
•aid  matters  were  complicated  when  he 
entered  the  City  Council  in  1114  and 
they  dragged  on  until  1916,  when  he 
took  charge  of  the  bridge  question  as 
chairman  of  the  harbor  committee. 
He  studied  the  plans  and  discussed  the 
proposed  designs.  The  bridge  was  to 
be  a  Joint  traffic  and  railway  bridge  to 
cost  $392,000.  In  studying  the  agree- 
ments he  found  the  proposed  agree- 
ment with  the  railway  company  waa 
not  nearly  as  .satisfactory  as  he  bad 
thought  it  was. 

He  also  declared  that  after  research 
he  discovered  that  on  June  29,  1887, 
the  City  Council  passed  a  resolution 
In  which  It  was  stated  that  the  bridge 
across  Victoria  Harbor  was  to  be  a 
structure  for  railway,  public  and  ve- 
hicular traffic,  a  bridge  to  be  free  to 
the  public  forever.  On  August  26, 
1187,  an  order-in-councll  was  passed 
at  Ottawa  recognizing  such  plans.  The 
alderman  went  on  to  say  that  he  pre- 
pared and  had  such  evidence  sent  to 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
at  Ottawa  In  an  appeal  to  have  the 
bridge  opened  for  general  highway 
traffic.  From  1888  to  1909  the  rail- 
way company  allowed  the  public  to 
use  the  bridge.  In  1909  the  E.  A  N. 
Railway  Co.  withdrew  the  right.  The 
Hoard  of  Railway  Commissioners  are 
now  considering  the  city's  case. 

"I  am  hopeful  and  confident  we  will 
receive  the  decision  from  the  board 
that  the  bridge  is  a  foot  and  vehicu- 
lar bridge  and  free  to  the  public  for- 
ever." ho  said.  "If  the  city  wins  It 
will  alter  the  whole  new  bridge  quea- 


Uon,  an   It    will    mean    that   the   city 
has  priority  to  the  bridge  site." 

Giving  his  objections  to  the  first 
bridge  agreement  which  the  railway 
company  baa  been  willing  to  sign.  Al- 
derman Todd  said  that  It  provided 
that  all  interested  parties  would  pay 
fixed  sums  towards  the  construction 
of  the  bridge,  leaving  the  city  to  make 
up  the  difference,  which  might  run  to 
any  amount.  The  railway's  contribu- 
tion was  to  be  only  $80,000.  while  it 
would  cost  the  city  $180,000  to  make 
the  bridge  heavy  enough  to  carry  the 
railway.  The  old  agreement,  he  also 
said,  did  not  provide  that  the  railway 
would  have  to  construct  Its  terminals 
on  the  Songhees  Reserve.  Other  de- 
fects included  failure  to  Include  pro- 
vision to  force  'the  railway  to  obey 
traffic  regulations,  to  pay  part  of  the 
upkeep,  and  provision  for  the  ag-ee- 
ment  to  be  cancelled  on  reasonable 
notice  by  either  party.,-  These  defects 
were  remedied  In  the  proposed  agree- 
ment of  last  June  which,  however,  the 
railway  has  refused  to  accept. 
Supports  S* air  May 

Mr.  E.  B.  Andros  again  promised  to 
inject  some  "Prairie  vim"  If  elected  to 
the  City  Council. 

Mr.  Charles  F.  Bevaa  declared  that 
he  would  work  for  getting  powers  for 
the  Court  of  Revision  to  act  as  a  court 
of  equalisation  to  adjust  all  assess- 
ments after  any  property  owner  has 
had  his  assessment  reduced  by  appeal. 
Ing  to  a  higher  court  If  one  man  gets 
a  reduction,  owners  of  neighboring 
property  should  get  a  proportionate  re- 
duction. Under  present  conditions  they 
have  no  opportunity  to  get  any  such  ad- 
justment, he  declared.  Mr.  Bevan  '•at- 
tacked some  of  the  extremes  Of  some 
members  of  the  Clvlo  Retrenchment  As- 
sociation. He  said  that  school  teach- 
ers and  firemen  should  be  properly  paid, 
and  officials  should  see  that  official  doc- 
uments are  properly  signed  before  any 
work  Is  proceeded  with,  so  that  the  city 
can  make  Its  collections  against  Saan- 
Ich  In  the  future.  He  said  it  should  be 
remembered  that  firemen  are  working 
twenty-fouT  hours  a  day  at  $70  a  month. 
"How  would  you  like  to  work  like 
that?"   he  asked. 

Alderman  Cameron  urged  more  inter- 
est In  municipal  affairs  and  a  more 
equitable  system  of  assessments. 

Mr.  Gilbert  D.  Christie  believed  that 
the  efficiency  of  all  departments  should 
be  maintained  and  that  aldermen  should 
labor  for  the  creation  of  a  large  payroll 
here. 

"We  have  been  trying  to  live  on  air 
long  enough,"  said  Mr.  Watson  Clark. 
"It  is  time  for  us  to  get  down  to  busi- 
ness." 

Mr.  Clark  appealed  for  special  treat- 
ment In  the  matter  of  local  improve- 
ments on  such  main  thoroughfares  as 
Pandora  and  Hillside  Avenues.  The 
city  as  a  whole  should  share  a  greater 
proportion  of  the  cost  of  these  improve- 
ments, he  asserted. 

Mot  Afraid  to  Kick 

"We  want  on  our  Council  practical 
men  who  will  *o  about  the  city's  busi- 
ness as  if  it  were  their  own,"  said  Mr. 
John  Day.  "They  should  not  be  lea 
away  or  Influenced  by  officials.  I  have 
seen  quite  enough  recently  to  convince 
me  that  unless  there  are  some  changes 
Victoria  will  soon  be  in  a  very  diffi- 
cult position. 

"If  you  send  me  to  the  City  Council, 
I  will  kick  and  kick  again  until  condi- 
tions are  righted.  I  will  not  be  led 
away  by  any  alderman.  If  I  see  any 
wrongdoing  and  can't  get  any  satis- 
faction in  the  Council,  by  first  step 
will  be  to  come  back  to  you." 

Mr.  Robert  Dlnsdale  reviewed  his  rec- 
ord on  the  School  Board  during  the 
last  two  years  and  on  the  Council  previ- 


ously.    Ho  said  he   would  get  more  in- 
Ifuslries  established  in  Victoria. 

Alderman  John  1>U  worth  repeated 
that  as  chairman  of  the  parks  commit- 
ter he  had  never  exceeded  an  appro- 
priation, always  turning  back  a  sur- 
plus. He  decried  blue  ruin  talk.  He 
said  Victoria  will  be  the  only  city  on 
the  coast  when  it  gets  all-rail  connec- 
tion with  the  Mainland. 

Mr.  John  Harvey  again  declared  that 
an  extension  of  time  of  payments  Vlll 
probably  best  meet  the  tax  delinquency 
tangle.  He  favored  the  Immediate  pro- 
secution of  the  construction  of  the 
Johnson  Street  bridge.  He  told  of  his 
municipal  experience  on  the  Prairies, 
before  coming  here  ten  years  ago. 
"Oet   Big   Ideas" 

"I  am  going  to  run  here  as  an  alder- 
man and  If  you  will-  vote  for  me  It 
will  be  very  kind  of  you;  I  thank  you," 
said  Mr.  William  Luney. 

l>r.  A.  A.  liumber  said  that  Vic- 
torians should  get  big  ideas.  This  he 
said  could  only  be  accomplished  by  the 
electors  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
details  of  expenditure.  He  declared  the 
nnanclal  statements  should  be  issued  in 
such  a  form  that  the  ordinary  man 
could  understand  them  without  taking  a 
lawyer  along  with  him.  Now  the 
statements  are  prepared  only  for  the 
City  Hall  officials,  he  declared.  Dr. 
Humber  asserted  that  the  Court  of  Re- 
vision on  assessments  is  "one  of  the 
greatest  farces  of  the  century."  which 
stands  too  much  on  technicalities.  He 
said  his  family  has  lived  here  for  fifty 
yeare  and  has  always  paid  100  cents  on 
the  dollar. 

Alderman  Johns  again  reviewed  bis 
activities  in  connection  with  Increasing 
efflcency  in  the  stores  and  market  de- 
partments. He  said  there  was  a  need 
for  more  stringent  regulation  of  the 
manner  in  which  Chinese  pedlars 
handle  their  fruit  and  vegetable*  c;  h 
the  etreets. 

Alderman  Peden  told  of  the  need  of 
more  attention  to  public  health.  He 
advocated  Victoria  appealing  to  the 
Legislature  at  the  next  session  to  se- 
cure special  concessions  as  Victoria  is 
the  largest  city  In  the  Province  wit hv 
out  a  special  charter  such  as  Vancou- 
ver has. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Sargent  said  that  when  he 
waa  a  member  of  the  Council  In  1916 
he  had  a  resolution  passed  asking  the 
Dominion  Government  to  pay  directly  to 
soldiers'  wives  two-thirds  of  the  sol- 
diers' pay  once  a  month.  This  was  sent 
to  Ottawa  and  the  recommendations  put 
into  effect  with  a  few  changes,  benefit- 
ting soldiers'  wives  and  families  by 
thousands   of   dollars   a   month. 

Mr.  J.  Ivan  Seabrook  said  it  is  use- 
less to  have  a  platform  in  such  a  cam- 
paign, because  if  each  alderman  had 
one  of  his  own  they  might  all  get 
mixed  up.  He  assured  the  meeting  that 
he  had  never  been  In  public  life  before. 
He  also  assured  the  electors  that  he 
would  easily  get  accustomed  to  running 
the   Council's   affairs. 

Alderman  Walker  said  that  he  first 
went  Into  the  City  Council  because  "you 
were  in  a  tight  place  and  I  wanted  to 
help  you  out."  He  pointed  out  that  the 
Empress  Hotel  uses  as  much  water  as 
the  whole  of  Oak  Bay  and  pays  nothing 
for  It.  He  said  that  It  was  the  Inten- 
tion of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Dunsmulr 
to  have  the  railway  freight  yards  placed 
on  the  Indian  Reserve.  With  this  In  ' 
view  Cormorant  Street  was  constructed 
and  the  bridge  built  with  the  Intention 
of  making  it  a  public   thoroughfare. 

Alderman  Fullerton  again  told  of  his 
record  as  fire  warden. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Jones,  candidate  for  the 
School  Board,  promised  he  would  not  de- 
mand  any  cut   In   the  pay  of   teachers.

Ansaes,  Canadians,  and  Others.  They 
will  struggle  tenaciously  and  magnifi- 
cently up)  to  a  certain  limit.  Bat  at  a 
certain  point— a  point  yet  far  dletant— 
«hey  give  la  with  curloua  nen-reatat- 
ance.  Americsn  aes-captains  in  our 
mercantile  marine  raak  them  third  or 
fourth  la  the  order  of  nationalities 
wksa  dangerous  work  Is  to  bo  done  In 
sailing  ships.  80  long  as  all  roes  well 
tkey  sre  orderly  and  resolute.  "Ia  bad 
weather,"  said  a  sailor  friend  of  mine, 
"give  me  a  Yankee,  a  Britisher,  a  Blue- 
noss  (Nova  Bootlan),  or  aa  Italian.  No 
— —  Dutchman  (German)  for  yours 
truly,"  That  thought  was  my  consola- 
tion la  witnessing  tho  tremendous  spec- 
tacle of  Esaen.

Crowd  of  Workers 
Tho  brief  noontide  rash  of  the  work 
People  resembles  our  «  o'clock  rush  to- 
wards Brooklyn  Bridge  at  horns.  I  can 
say  ao  mora  than  that.  There  is  no- 
thing like  It  In  London.  Tho  home-go- 
ing crowd  round  tho  Bank  of  England 
does  aot  compare  with  the  Ksson 
crowd,  becauss  tbo  crowd  at  Essen  is 
for  a-  few  minutes  more  concentrated. 
Old  and  young  men  and  women,  re- 
fugees and  prisoners  of  several  nation- 
alities (I  saw  no  Knglieh),  Poles  and 
Russians  predominating),  grimy,  worn. 
and  weary,  they  pour  oat  In  a  solid 
msas  and  cover  ths  tramway  cars  like 
bees  in  awarmlng  time.  The  pedes- 
trians gradually  break  up  ipto  little 
companies,  most  of  them  going  to  Kro- 
nenkwfg  and  other  model  colonies 
founded  by  Frau  Krupp— "Bertha,"  aa 
ahe  la  affectionately  called  throughout 
(^.rpoji^,^,jugiesjUtoJBg^^thn.JOar-, 
mans,  can  psatow  upon  her  U  to  name 
their  l«-ln.  howitzer  'Tat  Bertha."  Frau 
Bertha  Krupp,  it  may  bo  well  to  recall, 
was  the  heiress  to  the  great  Krupp  for- 
tune, knd  on  her  mar r lags  in  i»o«  to 
Herr  von  Behlett  and  Halbsch,  a  41- 
nlomatlst.  ho  changed  his  name  to 
Krupp  von  Bohten  und  Halbach. 

Frau  Bertha  and  her  husband  (a 
simple  snd  modest  man.  who  Is,  I  was 
informed,  entirely  in  the  bands. of  his 
specialists,  and  who  has  wisdom  to  1st 
wall  alone)  havs  pat  up  a  big  fight  with 
Batockl,  the  food  dictator.  Tho  aersl- 
famlne  had  not  reached  ita  height  when 
1  Was  In  Eassn,  and  Bssen,  wao  not, 
groatly  suffering,  a  munition  maker 
washing  in  any  of  tke  Rhealeh-West- 
phallan  towns  Is  regarded  by  Germans 
as  a  'soldier.  As  the  war  has  proceeded 
he  has  been  subject  to  continuous 
"combing  out," 

The  amount  of  food  allowed  to  those 
engaged  ia  these  groat  factories  and 
rolling  mills  is,  I  estimate,  SI  per  cent 
mors  than  that  allowed  to  tho  rest  of 
the  civil  population.  In  all  the  notices 
Issued  throughout  Germany  in  regard  to 
farther  food  restrtetlons  there  Is  ap- 
pended the  line,  "Thla  change  la  neces- 
sary swing  to  ths  need  for  fully  sup- 
plying your  brothers  in  tho  army  and 
the  munitlsn  works." 

Rssea  Is  a  town  that  before  the  war 
had  a  population  exceeding  aee.oeo.  a 
•  onservatlve  estlmata  makes  the  figure 
today  at  least  half  a  million.  The 
Krupp  Company  employ  about  ItO.Otf. 


la  that  Kruppa  confine  their  war- time 
effort  es/claalvely  to  making  war  ma- 
teriel. That  la  a  mistake.  A  consid- 
erable part  of  Krupp' a  work  is  the  man- 
ufacture of  articles  which  csn  be  ex- 
changed for  food  end  other  products  In 
other  countries,  thus  taking  the  place 
of  gold.  At  Luboeb  I  saw  the  quays 
crowded  with  the  products  of  Essen  -in 
the  shape  of  steel  girders  and  other 
building  machinery  going  to  Sweden  In 
exchangs  for  oil,  lime  from  Gotland, 
iron  ore,  paper,  wood  and  food  products. 

A  mining  engineer  of  the  great 
mines  at  Klruna.  Lapland,  told  me  that 
be  had  Just  given  an  order  for  ateam 
shovels  from  the  Wostphallan  manufac- 
turers, who  are  also  sending  into  Hol- 
land knlvea  and  scissors  and  other  cut- 
lery and  tools. 

Germany's  principal  bargaining  com- 
modities with  continuous  neutral  na- 
tions sre  ateel  building  materials,  coal 
and  dyeatuffs.  Coal  dug  In  Belgium  by 
Belgian  minora  Is  a  distinct  asset  tor 
Germany,  when  she  exchanges  It  for 
Swiss  cattle,  Dutch  cheese  sad  Swedish 
wood. 

We  should  always  remember  In  this 
great  war  of  machinery  that  Germany 
secured  a  tremendous  advantage  at  the 
expease  of  France  at  the  outset  when 
she  occupied  the  most  Important  French 
iron  region  of  Longwy-Brley.  The  Ger- 
mans have  been  working  tke  French 
mines  to  the  utmost — Indeed,  they  boast 
that  they  have  installed  Improved  ma- 
chinery in  them.  They  have,  further- 
more, been  importing  ore  steadily  from 
Sweden,  some  of  the  Swedish  ore.  such 
as  Dsnnnmora,  being  the  beat  In  the 
world  for  the  manufacture  of  tool-  ateel 
— so  Important   in  munition  work. 

The  badly  paid  war  slaves  of  Essen 
are  working  tke  wkole  twenty-four 
hours,  seven  days  a  week,  In  three 
shifts  a  day  of  eight  houra  each,  under 
strict  martial  law.  As  a  result  the 
lows  is  a  hotbed  of  extreme  Social 
Democracy,  and  aa  a  rule  tho  Socialists 
of  Westphalia  are  almost  as  rod  sa 
those  of  tko  manufacturing  districts  of 
Saxony.  But  Socialist  though  thsy  be, 
tkey  000  Jaot  ss  anti-Brltlah  as  the  rest 
of  Germany,  and  they  like  to  send  out 
their  producta  with  ths  familiar  hall- 
mark of  "Gott  strafe  England"  or  "Beat 
wlshea  for  King  George."  It  Is  tha 
kind  of  Socialism-  that  wants  more 
money,  more  votes,  less  work,  but  hss 
no  objection  to  plenty  of  war.  It  Is  a 
common-sense  Socialism,  which  knows 
that  without  war  Essen  might  shrink  to 
Its  pre-war  dimension  a. 

Sabs  Seat  to  the  Pacific 

Submarine  parta  are  made  in  the 
Essen  district,  and  I  picked  up  one 
piece  of  information  which  it  might  be 
wise  of  your  authorities  to  lnveatlgate. 
I  give  It  for  what  It  is  worth.  It  ia 
to  the  effect  that  several  aubmarlu.es 
have  been  sent  packed  an  machinery  to 
the  Pacific — long-dlstenO  submarines,  I 
am  informed,  built  to  operate  from  a 
South  American  base.  Ths  hotel  man- 
ager added  significantly,  "Her  Wilson 
may  bear  something  of  these  sub- 
marl  nee  if  he  continues  to  kill  Germans 
with  American  ammunition  fired  from 
Engllah  and  French  cannon."  An 
American  has  to  submit  to  a  good  deal 
of  this  aort  of  talk  in  Germany.  I  did 
no  more  than  memoriae  the  submarine 
statement,  which  might  be  investigated 
here  and  at  Washington.

For  miles  round  Basen  there  is  a 
~p«Ti  of  ***>*•  that  reminded  me  very 
much  Of  Pittsburg  or  Sheffield.  The  air 
is  filled  with  the  deafening  roar  of  ma- 
chinery and  with  coal  dust.  The  Haua- 
fruusn  have  long  ago  riven  up  any  at- 
tempt at  muslin  curtains.  Life  1a  re- 
duced to  one  dreary  round  of  material 
existence,  varied  only  by  klnemato- 
l  graphs  and  the  excellent  model  beer- 
halls  founded  by  Frau  Krupp.  There 
are  no  games,  no  football,  no  horse-rac- 
ing, no  exercise  apparently  other  than 
that  Of  working  a  steam-hammer  or 
unloading  railway  wagons,  but  there 
la  plenty  of  laatrumental  music.  Moat 
of  tho  beer  halls  have  orchestras  as 
good  aa  those  of  your  London  hotels. 
They  srs  a  patient  people,  the  Ger- 
mans. "Th»  Merry  Widow"  waltz, 
"The  Dollar  Princess,"  Straus's 
waltzes,  Deutschland  uber  Allea  are 
vigorously  performed  to  each  of  the 
eight-hour  ahlfta  by  night  and  by  day. 
There  la  other  and  letter  music,  of 
course. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
whole  equipment  of  the  Krupp  estab- 
lishment. Baths,  hospitals,  night 
schools,  lectures,  libraries — nothing 
could  be  better.  If  only  a  little  variety 
had  been  Introduced  Into  tho  architec- 
ture of  the  streets.

The  war 
la  a  long  way  from  being-  over  yet.  We 
ti'ust  tke  Government  sees  tke  necessity 
of  trying;  to  shorten  It.— Toronto  World.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of^Pollca 
Commissioners  la  Vancouver.  Chief  of 
Police  McLennan  stated  that  tho  use 
of  drugs  In  ths  olty  had  increased  to 
sn  alarming  extent  during  the  pest  year 
and  he  recommended  the  establishment 
of  aa  Institution  to  treat  victims  of 
tha  drug  habit.  His  propose*  were 
heartily  endorsed  by  ths  commissioners 
snd  they  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  with  the  request 
that  fall  consideration  be  given  to  tho 
suggestion  to  establish  an  asylum  for 
drag  users  and  a  training  school  fop 
youths  snd  girls  above  the  age  of  Iff 
years.  Ths  written  recommendation  of 
the  heard  wfll  be  supplemented  by  the 
mayor  and  chief,  who  were  Instructed 
te  bring  tke  need  of  two  such  Insti- 
tutions personally  to  the  attontloa  ef 
the  Attorney-General 

After  reciting  that  4Se  persons  hod 
beea  arrested  oa  drug-using  charges 
during  the  year,  wkloh  did  not  near- 
ly Indicate  ths  number  of  victims  ef 
the  habit  la  tho  city,  ths  chief  said  hs 
resUssd  that  uader  the  s  listing  state 
of  affairs  it  wss  ef  but  little  svall  to 
send  those  unfortunates  to  Jail,  as  they 
only  resumed  the  use  of  their  particu- 
lar drag  on  being  liberated.  What  ho 
wanted  to  eee  established  was  a  sort 
of  asylum,  under  proper  medical  super- 
vision.  Where  the  court  could  send 
these  people  to  be  cured.

While  there 
ha*  been  only  1,000  tons  mined  during 
the  past  year,  the  work  carried  out  at 
the  mine  has  been  very  promising.  A 
tunnel  has  been  driven  in  about  880  feet. 


Mr.  Alex.  S.  Millan,  who  la  intereated 
in  the  Groundhog  and  other  properties, 
stated  at  Prince  Rupert  that  there  I*  a 
good  ahowlng  of  ore  on  the  Groundhog. 
There  la  a  7-foot  vein,  of  which  two 
feet  carries  20  per  cent  copper,  with  $10 
In  gold  and  sliver.  The  remainder  of 
the  vein  carrloa  about  aeven  per  cent  in 
values.

Mr.  Jamea  J.  Warren,  the  managing 
director  of  the  Canadian  Consolidated 
Mining  and  Smelting  Co.,  In  hla  annual 
report  juat  Issued  saya  that  the  elec- 
trolytic sine  plant  began  operations  In 
the  month  of  March,  1919.  Before  It 
waa  completed,  at  the  request  of  the 
Imperial  munitions  board,  further  con- 
tracts were  entered  into  for  an  increased 
supply  of  zinc,  which  rendered  necessary 
very  large  addition*  to  the  plant  aa  or- 
iginally designed.  These  are  well  under 
way,  but  delays  in  deliveries  of  electric 
machinery  will  prevent  much  increased 
production  for  a  month  or  two.  The 
original  plant  Is  now  working  satiafac- 
torily.  ,  \ 

The  completion  of  the  copper  refinery 
mark*  an  epoch  In  the  metallurgical  his- 
tory of  Canada.  During  the  war  both 
refined  copper  and  xlno  are  readily  sale- 
able for  munition*  purpose*;  after  it  ia 
over  there  1*  no  reason  why  the  entire 
output  of  these  metals  should  not  be 
abaorbed  by  the  Canadian  metal  tradea 
and  fabricated  by  Canadian  workmen — 
a  condition  possible  only  because  these 
metal*  will  then  be  available  in  a  re- 
fined state. 

The  production  for  the  year  was  slight- 
ly less  than  In'  the  preceding  years. 
This  I*  attributable  to  the  unusually 
aevere  weather  conditions  of  last  winter. 

"While  the  price*  of  metal*  ruled  high 
during  moat  of  the  year,"  adds  Mr.  War- 
ren, "profits  do  not  show  a  correspond- 
ing advance  because  of  the  greatly  In- 
creased costs,  of  operating  the  mines, 
the  smelter  and  the  refineries.  Many 
supplies  have  doubled  In  price — all  have 
appreciated  very  markedly.  The  work- 
men have  had  aubstantlal  advances  In 
wages.  Labor  disturbances  in  the  coal 
mines  have  curtailed  the  production  of 
coke,  which  has  forced  us  to  restrict 
our  activities  and  has  affected  operating 
costs  Injuriously. 

"Shipments  from  the  Roaaland  mines 
are  being  confined  as  much  as  possible 
to  ores  carylng  a  high  copper  content  as 
can  be  mined  to  advantage. 

"Speaking  broadly,  the  Roaaland  mlnea 
are  gold  mine*  rather  than  copper  mlnea. 
During  the  war  the  returns  will  not  be 
as  great  as  If  there  were  a  higher  cop- 
per content,  but  after  the  war,  and  dur- 
ing normal  conditions  (which  will  ulti- 
mately prevail)  these  mine*  will  show 
up  to  much  better  advantage."

Foreign  Situation  and  Absence 
of  Public  Interest  Lead  to 
General  Decline — War  Spe- 
ialties  Suffer  Most. 


NEW  YORK,  Jsn.  10.— Steady  pres- 
sure of  the  aame  general  character 
which  has  been  exerted  wtth  more  or 
less  sttect  since  laat  December  wss  the 
outstanding  feature  la  today's  market. 
Active  shares  yielded  two  to  six  points, 
with  declines  of  greater  proportions  In 
issues  of  the  less  representative  class, 
lbs  soiling,  so  far  as  it  had  sny  di- 
rect cause,  appeared  to  have  its  origin 
ia  the  Increased  uncertainties  sad  ap- 
prehensions arising  from  the  foreign 
situation.  This  condition  was  accentu- 
ated by  the  delay  la  the  reply  of  the 
Entente  Allies  to  the  Washington  Gov- 
ernment. 

Prlcee  probably  fell,  however,  more 
from  further  lack  of  public  interest 
than  from  any  more  tangible  reasons. 
Lowest  prlcea  were  quoted  in  the  laat 
hour,  the  only  period  In  which  the  list 
manifested  any  activity.  Jn  ssveral 
leading  stocks,  notably  Mercantile 
Marine  preferred,  which  dropped  6% 
points  to  79,  today's  minimum  were  un- 
der those  of  the  feverish  sessions  of 
lest    month. 

Sentiment  waa  also  adversely  affected 
by  another  break  of  14  ^  points  In  Gen- 
et al  Motors,  representing  a  losa  of 
thirty-one  polnta  la  three  days,  Beth- 
lehem 8teel  also  lost  twenty  points  on 
very  few  sales,  and  the.  numerous  low- 
prlcod  equipments  and  munitions,  and 
specialties  aa  a  whole,  sagged  propor- 
tionately. 

United  States  Steel  held  Its  ground 
for  a  time,  but  waa  gjnong  the  flrat  of 
the  speculative  favorites  to  recede, 
closing  at  114.  ita  low  price  of  the  day. 
and  a  net  roveraal  of  nearly  four  points. 
United  Statee  Steele  December  tonnage 
report,  disclosing  the  largeet  amount  of 
unfilled  orders  ever  reported,  proved  in- 
effective. 

Kails  were  again  heavy  on  relatively 
light  offering*.  New  Haven  and  St. 
Paul  losing  more  than  two  points,  with 
fiom  one  to  two  points  for  Heading, 
the  Pacifies  and  many  minor  Issues. 
Coppera  were  firm  during  the  morning, 
but  kept  pace  wtth  the  later  downward 
trend.

Monds  were  again  featured  by  heavy 
offerings  In  international*,  or  war  1s- 
«ues,  railway  issuer  being  more  steadv.

The  new  vessel  will  be  230  feet  over 
all,  43  feet  beam  and  16  V£  feet  depth 
of  hold.

The  vessel  will  be  launched  and  towed 
to  the  Union  Iron  Works  plant  at  Ala- 
meda to  receive  her  machinery  about 
August  1.  The  keel  for  the  new  vessel 
will  be  laid  about  February  1  on  the 
same  ways  from  which  the  steam 
schooner  Hartwood.  for  the  same  com- 
pany,  was  launched   recently. 

This  will  be  the  fourth  steam 
schooner  built  at  the  Hoqulam  yards 
for  the  Hart-Wood  Company.  The  first, 
the  Saginaw,  was  launched  ten  years 
ago. 


Britton  Outfights  Trench  Champion 
NEW  YORK,  Jan.  10. — Jack  Britton 
of  Chicago,  welterweight  champion,  out- 
boxed  and  outfought  Albert  Badoud,  of 
France,  welterweight  champion  of  Eu- 
rope, In  a  ten-round  bout/  here  tonight. 
Britton  earned  the  honors  in  every 
round  except  the  third,  which  was  even. 
Britton  weighed  143  pounds  and  Badoud 
148.  In  the  opening  round,  after  land- 
ing several  left  Jabs,  Britton  sent  a 
right  cross  to  the  Jaw  for  the  only 
knockdown  of  the  content. 


At  a  meeting  held  by  the  Vancouver 
Board  of  Trade  on  Tuesday  night,  a 
letter  was  read  from  Mr.  J.  D.  Taylor, 
Fort  George.  B.  C,  enclosing  a  copy  of 
a  resolution  passed  by  the  Prince  George 
Board  of  Trade,  protesting  against  con- 
necting the  Edmonton.  Dunvegan  and 
British  Columbia  Railway  with  the 
Pacific  and  Great  Eastern  Railway,  and 
with  the  suggestion  that  the  present 
surveyed  route  of  the.  Pacific  Great 
Kastern  Railway  from  Prince  George 
north  be  changed  to  a  point  on  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  some  70  miles  east 
of  Prince  George. 

The  resolution  urged  the  necessity  of 
building  in  strict  conformity  to  the 
present  route,  as  any  change  of  this 
nature  would  defeat  the  purpose  for 
which  the  railway  was  originally  In- 
tended, namely,  the  opening  up  of  the 
northern  interior  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia-Peace River  country.  It  would  also. 
It  was  declared,  enable  the  merchants  of 
Edmonton  and  Calgary  to  hold  the  trade 
of  Northern  British  Columbia  that  right- 
fully belonged  to  the  coast  cities.  The 
communication  was  referred  to  the 
transportation  committee  to  report  to 
the  next  meeting. 

To  Xaconrage  Shipping 

The  question  of  urging  upon  British 
shipowners  the  desirability  of  making 
Vancouver  the  lieadquarters  of  British 
shipping  companies  for  the  Pacific  Coast 
was  also  taken  up  at  the  meeting  and 
was  referred  to  the  board's  transporta- 
tion committee. 

Mr.  H.  H.  btevens,  M.  P.,  stated  that 
he  had  heard  that  the  Dominion  authori- 
ties had  already  discussed  with  the  Im- 
perial Government  the  question  of 
changing  the  headquarters  of  British 
shipping  on  the  Pacific  Coast  from  San 
Francisco  to  Vancouver.  He  under-

carried  North  for  this  concern.  The 
lumber  is  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
of  a  new  cannery  at  Nootka.  and  Mr. 
William  Lord,  manager  of  the  Nootka 
Packing  Company,  went  up  on  the  Tees 
last  night  to  take  charge  of  affairs.  The 
company  will  handle  all  kinds  of  flsh 
and  Intends  putting  the  flsh  up  In  vari- 
ous  forms. 

The  Wallace  Fisheries  are  again  ac- 
tive and  the  Ashing  Industry  on  the 
West  Coast  is  taking  on  an  exceedingly 
bright  aspect.  Mining  development  Is 
also  being  carried  on  extensively,  and 
on  the  last  trip  of  the  Tees,  Mr.  Sil- 
verman, who  has  'been  engaged  for  some 
time  past  in  opening  up  the  old  Dewd- 
ney  Mine,  took  an  additional  crew  of 
ten  men  to  add  to  the  already  large 
gang  working  there.
